Washington, D. C., March &—~[Special. }~ 
Without a dissenting Republican vote, and 
with Senator Chamberlain, Democrat, voting 
with the majority, the senate passed Presi- 
dem Taft's postal savings bank bill this 
afternoon. The vote upon the measure was 
50 to 22. 

The insurgent Republicans, whase opposi- 
tion to the Smoot amendment threatened de- 
feat of the bill, were swung into line by an 
amendment offered by Senator Borah of 
Idaho, which provides that no funds can be 
invested in government bonds yarme lese 
than 2% per cent interest. 

This amendment was adopted by a vote of 
49 to 11, and it satisfied the western senators, 
who were determined that the bill should not 
permit\the use of funds deposited in the sav- 
ings bank for the purchase of the $700,000,000 
worth of 2 per cent government bonds now 
outstanding. 


Bacon Opposes the Bill. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia, in a vigorous 
speech upon the bill, declared thatthe Borah 
@mendment wae accepted by the Aldrich 
forces merely as a means of getting unani- 
mous support for the measure. He declared 
‘t would be stricken out inconference. Sena- 
tors Cummins and Clapp and others who 
have fought to prevent the purchase of the 
government 2 per cent bonds with the bank’s 
money, declare they wil fight the bill again 
if it comes back from the conference copnmit- 
tee without the Borah amendment. 

The specter of the central bank ran through 
the day’s debate. The Smoot amendment 
was adopted éarly in the day, providing that 
money redeposited by the government in 
local banks could be withdrawn for invest- 
ment in bonds of the United States if “ war 
or any other contingency involving the 
credit of the government so requires.” 

Senator Cummins’ fight to limit this av- 
thority to times of actual war was unsuc 
cessful. The Cummins amendment was de- 
feated, 18 to 40. An agreement had been 
reached that upon the defeat of the Cummins 
amendment the Borah amendment would be 
offered to harmonize all conflicting interesta. 
It accomplished its purpose and passed the 
bill with the unanimous support of the Re- 
publicans. 

Not Up to President’s Wishes. 


It is understood that the bill indté presént | 


form does not meet the wishes of the pres!- 
Gent as to the bond provision. He would 
have preferred to have funds available to 
take up the $700,000,000 worth of 2 per cent 
bonds, but the senate organization in charge 
of the bill waa forced to give in on this de 
mand in order to insure the passage of the 
measure. 

The postal savings bank bill, which now 
goes to the house for consideration, provides 
for the establishment of a system of post- 
office savings banks similar to the systems 
in vogue in many foreign countries, Its pri- 
mary purpose is to provide a banking sys- 
tem under government protection which will 
inspire confidence in Americans, and espe- 
cially in immigrants, and bring into circula- 
tion the savings they ere hoarding because 
of distrust of the established banks. It is 
expected that between $500,000000 and 
$1,000,000,000 will be restored ta circulation 
through the new bank. 

All postoffices now authorized issue money 
orders, and such others as the postmaster 
general may designate are authorized by 
the bill to seceive deposits of money as 
public savings banks. These offices aré to 
keep banking hours,similar to the usual post- 
office business hours of the localties in which 
they exist. 

Married Women Are Protected. 

Accounts may be opened and deposits made 
by any persons above the age of 10 years. It 
is provided expressly that merried women 
can maintain accounts in their own names, 
free from any interference or contro! by their 
husbands. No person is permitted to have 
more than one postal savings actount. 

Deposits by any one person are limited to 
$100 in a singlé’month and the total individ- 
ual balance may not exceed $500, exclusive of 
interest. Deposits may be made only in sums 
of $1 or multiplies thereof. In order to pro- 
vide for saving smaller amounts posta! sav- 
ings cards may be purchaset for 10 cents, to 
which postal savings stamps may be at- 
tached. The value of the card is added to the 
value of the stamps in computing sums of 
$1 or multiples thereof for deposit ip the 
savings accounts, 

Two per cent interest is to be allowed de- 
positors, to be computed once in each year. 


| Depositors may withdraw the whole or any 
| part of the fundestanding to their credit upon 
| demand. 


The funds deposited in the posta} savings 
banks must be redeposited by the government 
in national or state savings banks, or 
trust companies doing banking business in 
the city, town, or village In which the post- 
office fe situated. These banks are to pay 
the government not less than 2% per cent 
interest on the money. «

When Mrs. Price left to get her supper a 
regular force of city newsboys took up her 
task and began reaping small fortunes by 
gelling copies of the paper which she had 
been distributing free earlier in the day. 

Mrs. Price “Too to Talk.”’ 

The first appearance of extra papers 
came just as the matinée goers were leaving 
the theaters near by, but Mre. Price was too 
busy distributing the papers, she said, to 
talk to reportere for the papers whieh pre- 
viously had suppressed the account of the 
divorce suit “ because of friendship for Mr: 
Price.”’

Perhaps the most surprising of all the fn- 
dictments returned are the eight in connec- 
tion with the alleged poisoning of the Swope 
family and visitors and attendants of the 
Bwope household. 

Dr. Hyde is &ccused in these indictments, 
which contain ten counts, of poisoning with 
typhoid germs, with intent to murder, Mar- 
garet Swope, Stella Swope, Sarah Swope, 
Lucy Lee Swope, Nora Beil Dickson, Georgia 
¥. Compton, Fox, and Leonora Cop- 
ridge, a negro girl All these persons were 
stricken with typhoid fever while Dr, Hyde 
was attending the Swope family. 


Three Attempts Are Charged. 

Three counts are included in the indictment 
charging the poisdning of Miss Margarat 
Swope. The first count charges that the doc- 
tor attempted to poison her by adminisiering 
typhoid fever germs on or about Nov. 25. The 
second accuses him of trying to poison her 
by giving her a hypodermic injection on Deo. 
12. Ip the third count he is alleged to have 
attempted poisoning on Dec. 18 by giving her 
strychnine and other poisons. 

Indictments in connection with the illness 
of the Misses Fox, Dickson, and Compion 
and the Copridge girl came as a surprise. 
Miss Fox was a visitor at the Swope home 
during the illness of members of thd famuly. 
The Dickson and Compton women were em- 
ployed at the home as governess and seam- 
stress, respectively. The Copridge girl was 
a maid. 

Capiases for the arrest of Dr. Hyde will not 
be issued until Monday, He is at present

“ What is the best method of control- 
ling, as to communicable disease, those 
who make the practice of vice their trade, 
and preventing spread of disease amongst 
innocent men, women, and children, as 
well as amongst practitioners of vice? 

“ What treatment of vice as a disease 
of society is best as a protection against 
crime other than vice? 

“ What treatment of vice as a disease | 
of society is best for all concerned? 

“T am sure we have men and women 
amongst us who can help us in finding a slow 
and partial solution for these questions, pend- 
ing perfection in the men and women who 
make up society. 

“ We will welcome such help. I am sure 
that, all over the world, governments wil] 
welcome the results of these deliberations. I, 
therefore, respectfully appoint the following 
as a commission on the problems of vice, re- 
questing them to deliberate on the questions 
and to present the results of their delibera- 
tions for the consideration of this community

FORM BIG TOBACCO MERGER. 


Companies in Chicago and New York 
in Combination to Handle 
Florida Crop. 


New York, March 5.—[Special.j—For the 
purpose of effecting economies in the produc- 
tion and distribution of the Florida tobacco 
crop, several of the large tobacco houses in 
this city, Chicago, and Quincy, Fla., have 

merged, and @ new corporation, the 
American Sumatra Tobacco company, has 
been organized to take over the properties. 

Among the directors are Ernst Thallmann 
of Ladenburg. Thalimann & Co, William A. 
Tucker of Tucker, Anthony & Co., and G. L, 
Boissevain of Kean, Van Cortland & Co. 

The new company has taken over 36,000 
acres of land and will grow only shaded to- 


bacco. 
They will have fourteen packing houses at 
various places ip Florida and Georgia.

Hamrick recently figured in an unpleasant 
evening event, when the minister fied from 
the front door as Grover was attempting to 
force his way into the rear door. 

When the disclosure of the affair became 
known, the Rev. Robert H.. Pooley of Evans- 
ton, district superintendent of the Methodist 
church for the Joliet division, Investigated 
the matter, and conferred with Bishop Will- 
lam F. McDowell. 


Said Matter Was Unsettled. 
At that time Bishop McDowell said the 


| matter was not fully settled and probably 


would come before the Rock River confer- 
ence for final adjustment next summer. 
Neither Bishop McDowell nor the Rev. Mr. 
Pooley is in the city. 

Olgon declared that the Rev. Mr. Hamrick 
had threatened to give the public details 
of his alleged relations with Mrs. Grover 
unless Olson would take $4,000 to Hamrick’'s 
residénee’ before 10 o'clock last night. The 
demand, Olson saéys, was made in a note 
delivered at his house by Hamrick’s daugh- 
ter Wednesday afternoon. 

The demand of last Wednesday, he says, 
was the second demand made by the min- 
ister, a former demand, for $5,000, having 
been made several days ago. Hamrick sug- 
gested, according to Olson, that Olson give 
him the $5,000 so he might quiet three biack- 
mailers who knew about the affair.

penn during the three monghs prior to May 

“* Your committee further reports that; in 
its opinion, the method in determining the 
rental specified in said leases—viz.: by a pe- 
valuation of the property every ten yeare—is 
not for the best interests of this board, and 
that a higher rental! can be obtained if leases 
are executed by this board upon said prop- 
erty for a long term of years and at a fixed 
rental. An argangement of this kind will 
enable the lessees to make more substantia] 
and permanent improvements. 

*** Your committee, therefore, recommends 
that leases of school fund property for a 
long term of years and at a fixed rental be

Action of Board on Report.

“* Tt having come to the knowledge of your 
committee that there was a feeling among 
some of the lessees that if they were given a 
long term lease witheut the revaluation 
clause they would be in a better position to 
make valuable improvements on the 
property, your committee considered that 
question. Such an arrangement, of course, 
would bave to be by voluntary agreement be- 
tween the two parties canceling the existing 
lease. Your committee had some conference 
with lessees and the committee representing 
said lessees, but nothing definite was ar- 
rived at. 

“* The time has now arrived when it Is 
proper for this board to see that the machin- 
ery of appraisement provided for by the lease 
is set in motion. “4 

“* Your committee believes, however, that 
it may yet be possible to arrive at some ar- 
rangement with the lessees for a long term 
lease without revaluation, and with this idea 
in mind it has been to some coneiderabla 
trouble to ascertain upon what basis such 
long term leases should be made. It has made 
an effort to find out whet the fair market 
value of said school fund property is, and 
believes that upon the basis of such a fair 
market value any long terfhs lease should 
be made.

Majority Report on Lease.

“* We further believe that by the modifica- 
tion of the existing leases and the abolition 
of the revaluation clause in the lease the ten- 
ants will be enabled to erect structures which 
will largely increase the revenue to the city 
aside from and independent of the ground 
rent, as well as to greatly improve and beau- 
tify that part of the city in which the property 
is located. 

“* We respectfully recommend a modifica- 
tion of the following leases, so as to have 
them conform to the basis of the said agree- 
ment arrived at:

“This majority report was signed by 
Messrs. Keane, Trude, Cusack, Brenan, 
Blount, and Lindblom. 


Action of the Minority. 

“At the same time a minority report was 
submitted by Mr. Errant, in which, among 
other things, he stated: 

“That he desired to protest against the 
rushing through of these leases; that no 
figure yet offered by The Tribune company 
had reached the point that would justify the 
board in giving The Tribune company a long- 
term lease; that there was nothing in the 
proposed lease requiring a new improvement 
within a certain time; nothing as to the char- 
acter or value of the improvement; and 
nothing providing that, in case of default in 
the payment of rent, or other default, or in 
ease of the termination of the lease, the im- 
provement should become the property of the 
lessor, and that he recommended the rejec- 
tion of the proposition made by The Tribune 
company. to pay a rental of $30,000 per year 
for tén years and $31,500 per year for seventy- 
nine years thereafter. 

‘‘Mr. Drezmal moved that action on both 
reports be deferred under the rules, and this 
motion was seconded by Mr. Beebe. 

“Mr. Trude moved a suspension of the

“ After some discussion, on motion of Mr. 
Halle, the board adjourned to May 29,:1895, 
and the majority and minority reports of the 
committee were mada@a special order of busi- 
nese for consideration at that time. 


Board Adopts Majority Report. 

“At the meeting of the board held May 
20, 1805, after scme discussion and pro- 
liminary motions, the following motions:

Injunction Suit Begins. 

“On the evening of May 29, 1895, at the 
meéting of the board, notices were served on 
the officers of the board and the Tribune 
company that at 9:30 o'clock in the morning 
on the following day, May 30, 1895, an ap- 
plication would’ be made by ‘counsel for 
Frank A. Stauber and James Rosentha]— 
who filed their bill of complaint as citizens 
and taxpayers in the Circuit Court of Cook 
county on May 29 or 30 (the record is not 
clear as to which day), 1895, in cause gen- 
eral number 143,422—before Judge Tuley, sit- 
ting in chancery, for a temporary injunction 
enjoining the execution of any papers where- 
by the lease and supplemental] lease from 
the board of education to the Triburie com- 
pany of said lots 12, 13, and 14 would be 
modified, in accordance with said recom- 
mendations of the majority of the committee 
on schoo] fund property. Said bill of com- 
plaint prayed that on final hearing a per. 
petual injunction issue enjoining such mod- 
ification. It charged that the revaluation 
clause was a property right of great value 
and. was about to be waived by the board for 
an utterly inadequate consideration, and that 
the proposed modification of the said lease: 
and supplemental lease amounted to a sale 
of an interest in sald premises of such a 
kiné as could not legally be made without. 
action by the city council. 


Record Does Not Show It. 

“At 9 o'clock on the morning of May 30 
1895, the agreement modifying, in the man. 
ner set forth above, said lease and said sup- 
plemental lease, was executed, acknowl- 
edged, and delivered by the officers of the 
board and The Tribune company. Later, on 
that morning, Judge Tuley indorsed on the 
said bill an order directing the issuance of 
a temporary injunction as prayed. The rec- 
ord does mot show whether or not a tem- 
porary injunction was in fact ever issued. 

** The said bill of complaint, filed by Messrs. 
Stauber and Rosenthal, as aforesaid, was 
subsequentiy answered by the board of edu- 
eation and its officers and The Tribune com- 
pany, replications were filed, and notice given 


equity without ‘prejudice. 


Statements as to Improvemenfs, 

“ During the time that the question of the 
waiver of the revaluation clause in 
Tribune company’s lease was under con- 
sideration by said committee and said board, 
Mr. Patterson called on the individual mem- 
bers of the board, discussed the matter with 
them, and stated to them verbally that if 
this clause was waived and an agreement 
reached as to a fixed rental The Tribune 
company would adequately improve the 
property. 

“The Tribune’s” Possession. 

“ At the time of the execution and delivery 
of said modifying agreement of May 30, 1895, 
The Tribune company was and had been con- 
tinuously since the year 1867 in possession of 
lots 12, 18, and 14. This possession was prior 
to May 8, 1880, under and by virtue of said 
leases of 1850 and assignments’ thereof. 
After May 8, 1880, this possession was under 
said lease of May 8, 1880. At this time, May 
30, 1895, lots 15, 16 and 17 were held by other 
lessees and The Tribune company was not in« 
poseession thereof and did not acquire any 
interest or right of possession in lote 15 and 
16 until the year 1897, and in lot 17 until the 
year 1898 


_Lessee’s Early Improvements. 


“The Tribune company erected a building 
upon lots 12, 13, and 14 in’1867, which was 
destroyed in the great fire of 1871, and in 1873 
The Tribune company er another build- 
ing on said premises. At the times of their 
erection both of these buildings were high 


‘class stone buildings with iron beams and 


ceilings and steel lath and were thought to be 
fireproof. The building that was erected in 
1873 cost about $300,000, but was in 1895 out 
of date in every respect and was no longer 
considered to belong to the flrepr class. 
It was five stories high and had a single in- 


,adequate elevator; good tenants would not 


remain in it and it was unéeuitable for the 
newspaper business. In 1805 there were no 
modern fireproof building on said block 142 
and all the rovements thereon were inad- 
equate arid behind the times. ; 


Some of the Other Leases.

“ These two leases were modified in March, 
1895, before any appraisa!) that year. 

“Lot 22 afid the north 16 feet of lot 23, 
block 142, kfiown as Nos. 159 to 161 Dear- 
born street, under lease to Caroline F. 
Wilson, whose subtenant was the publish- 
er and owner of the Chicago Evening 


Journal. 

“This leage was modified in June, 1895, 
after appraisal. 

“These lessees and other lessees appeared 
from time to time before and were heard by 
the committee om school fund property and 
the board. 


Trude’s Board Membership. 


“ Alfred S. Trude was appointed a mem- 
ber of the board of education in July, 1892. 
He served as president of the board from 
Aug. 2, 1893, until April 24, 1895, when he 
resigned the office, and was succeeded by 
Daniel R. Cameron, who thereupon appoint- 
ed him on all committees upon which Mr. 
Cameron had been servingpPamong others the 
school fund property committee. He con- 
tinued to be a member of the board until he 
resigned'in the year 1898. 

“ He represented The Tribune company in 
the nine libel and kindred suits filed in the 
ecourts_,of Cook county between and during 
1890 and 1895, mentioned in the bill of com- 
plaint, and his employment by The Tribune 
company as attorney in libel suits and suits 
of a similar nature has been continuous since 
the later ‘70s, except when he was out of 
the city in recent years. He has not been 
employed in any other way by The Tribune 
company. 


Modification of May 30, 1895;

There were 
provisions therein for an appraisal every five 
years, in which, and all other respects, said 
leases were substantially similar to said lease 
of May 8, 1880, to The Tribune company of 
lots 12, 18, and 14.

. Présent Improvements. 


“In the year 1901, The Tribune company. 
erected a modern fireproof twelvestory stone 
and brick building upon lots 12, 18, 14, 16, 16, 
and 17, and in the year 1902 constructed a five 
story brick addition thereto by additional 
stories. Permits for this improvement were 
issued May 7, 1001, and Feb. 17, 1902 by 
the building commissioner of the city of 
Chicago pursuant to ordinances passed by the 
city council The first of these ordinances 
especially authorized The Tribune company 
to’ erect a twelve story building. The second 
of these ordinances wes genefal. The build- 
ing, when completed, cost/ approximately 
$1,700,000, and is maintained In a first class 
condition and in conformity with all the ordi- 
nances of the city of Chicago.

1895, Nov. 18, 1807, and Dec. 14, 1890, herein- 
above described. ) 

Board’s Action Not Affected. 


“Mr. Trude was not the agent, directly or 
indirectly, of The Tribune company in the 
proceedings which resulted in the execution 
of the said modifying agreements of May 30, 
1895, and Nov. 18, 1807, between the board of 
education and The Tribune company. There 
was no undue or improper influence exercised 
by said Trude upon his fellow members of 
the board of education and he did not domi- 
nate the said board during his membership 
upon it. .

Land Held as Trust. 


“The title of the city of Chicago in trust 
for the use of schools to lots 12, 138, 14, 15, 
16, and 17, and the other school land, is sub- 
jected to the paramount title and right of the 
state of Illinois to control the said premises, 
in any way it may choose-for the use of 
schools—to deprive the city of Chicago ofthe 
title to said premises and intrust the sameto 
some other trustee, if the state sees fit so to 
do.

All Leases Held Valid. 


“‘Baid leases of May 8, 1880, and supple- 
mental leases of June 15, 1888, between the 
board of education and The Tribune company 
and its assignors were at the time of their 
execution valid, legal, and binding. - They 
continued to be and are now valid, legal, and 
binding, except in so far as they have been 
modified by said agreements of May 380, 1095, 
Nov. 18, 1897, and Dec. 14, 1899. Said leases 
of May 8, 1880, and said supplemental lease 
of June 15, 1888, without the said subsequent 
modifications, were expressly conceded by 
counsel for the complainants on the argu- 
ment before the undersigned master in chan- 
cery to be not subject to attack and to be 
valid, legal, and binding for the purposes of 
this suit. 


Modifications Also Valjd. 

“Said modifying agreements of May 30, 
1895, Nov. 18, 1897, and Dec. 14, 1899 (which 
last mentioned agreement expressty ratified 
all said prior leases, supplemental! leases, and 
agreements) between the board of educatiog 
and The Tribune company should be con- 
sidered together. The existence of the re- 
valuation clause in the said leases of May 8, 
1880, and the said supplemental leases of 
June 15, 1888, discouraged the adequate im- 
provement of said premises by the lesseeand 
rendered unéertain the income derived by 
the beard of education from the said prem- 
ises.

“The building now upon lots 12, 13, 14 15 
16, and 17 was erected by The Tribune com- 
pany In reliance upon said modifying agree- 
ments of May 30, 1895. Nov. 18, 1897, and Dec 
14, 1899; ‘in no event could said modifying 
agreements be set aside or canceled except 
upon the reimbursement of The Tribune com- 
pany for the cost of said building. 


Necessary Parties to Suit. 
“In a proper case, sult in equity i 

to said modifying agreements could jonah 
be brought and maintained by the board of 
education Im the name of the city of Chi 
cago in trust for the use of schools, without 
the consent or authority of the city council: 
and guch a sult need not be brought by the 
attorney general or state’s attorney. 


All Are Constitutional,

“Of course, the-public will understand that 
a@ grand jury investigation is secret and the 
accused is not allowed representation. I am 
absolutely innocent, and I know on that ac- 
count that no harm can come to me.” 


Bares Secrets of Family. 

Disregarding the advice of her, attorneys, 
Mrs. Logan O. Swope laid bare, while giving 
her deposition in the slander suit of her son- 
in-law, Dr. Hyde, the innermost secrets of 
her household for many years. 

With tears coursing down her cheeks and 
shouting her story, she repeatedly rose from 
the witmess chair to emphasize her words 
with gestures. After she had once started 
on her narrative it was almost useless to 
attempt to question her. 

She told the story of the courtship of Dr. 
Hyde, how she tried to like him as a son-in- 
law, and of her bellef that he had attempted 
to murder her relatives and at one time tried 
to poison her. 

The charge that Dr. Hyde tried to poison 
Mrs. Swope is a new feature in the case. 

‘**On Dec. 12 last he brought me a giass of 
water that tasted bitter,’’ shesaid. ‘ I drank 
some of it and, noticing the peculiar taste, 
asked him where he got it. 

“* Qut of the water cooler,’ he replied. 

*** He is trying to poison you, mother,’ said 
one of my daughters. 

“I demanded that he give me an emietica 
This probably saved my Hfe.’’ 


Tells of Doctor’s Wooing. 

Mrs. Swope’s story of the events that led 
up to the discharge of Ur. Hyde as the 
family physician Dec. 18, excited her and 
suddenly she branched off into the wooing 
of her daughter by the physician. 

“ Dr. Hyde married my daughter for money 
and not for love,” she said, excitedly, 

“ He followed her as a hawk would follow 
ahen. She was his prospective prey. 

“ At last, despite my objections, they were 
married. i tried then to make a manor him, 
ZI wanted to give my daughter an opportu- 
nity to reform him. ‘To the end of introduc- 
ing him into our circie of friends I gave a 
reception and placed him in the receiving 
line.”’ 

Here the woman’s emotions Overcame her 
and she almost shrieked: 

“And every moment of the time that he 
Was standing there he was planning the 
murder of members of my family.’’ 

* Frances is @ dear, pure girl, and 1 have 
never said anything against her,”’ continued 
the mother. “I Jove her and none can say 
harm of her.” 

Repeatedly Mra. Swope's attorneys at-~- 
tempted to silence her. But ber advisors’ 
words went unheeded. 

“ Herrowing as this may be to ma, i must 
tell it all,”” she said. “I must explain how 
I fee] toward Dr. Hyde and why I fee? that 
way. It is my story, and i wili tetl it au.” 


Exhausted by Her Ordeal. 

At the close of the deposition taking Mrs. 
Bwope wee thoroughly exhausted. it was 
the most strenuous day she has experienced 
wince the,case began. And she has been a 
busy woman, because eight times she has 
testified before the grand jury and twice in 
the notaria} court that is taking the depo- 
sitions in Dr. Hyde's suit. 

Today, as in her previous depositions, Mra. 
Bwope was firm in her defense @ Unassez 
Hatred Chase Jordan, the‘ yard“ man. She 
testified that lacy Lee Swope took medicine 
given her by Jordan while on ner way home 
from New York with Ur. Hyde. 

It was suggested that this might have con- 
tained typhoid germs, as Jordan is now suf- 
‘fering from typhoid fever himseit. 

“There were no germs in that medicine 
unless it was placed there Dy some one be- 
sides Jordan,”’ she insisted. “ i don’t beHieve 
he has typhoid, as they say he hae now, 
either.” ; 

The saddest feature of the entire session 
came when Mrs. Swope toid of the death 
of her son, Chrisman. Ste wept severai 
minutes, unable to speak after she had begun 
her story of his death. 


Early Action in the Case. 

Dr. Hyde was arrested on Feb. 10, charged 
with the murder of Col. Swope. This action 
followed a formal charge of murder in the 
first degree preferred by John G. Paxton.

His third wife 
(the widow), Miss Aphie Hendricks, is a Kan- 
sas City woman, and for several seasons has 
been leading woman in all his plays. 

Louis Leavitt James was the only son of 
Benjamin F. and Elmira Hexton James. He 
was born in Tremont. Il}., Oct. 3, 1842. and 
with his parents came to Chicago in 1852, re- 
siding on the north side. 

He attended the Ogden school, was a mem- 
ber of the United States Zouave cadets, com- 
manded by Col. Ellsworth, and accompanied 
them on their tour of thé eastern cities, July 
8 to Aug. 14, 18600, returning as “ military 
champions of America.”’ 

The actor’s father was of the law ‘firm of 
Chickering & James. His grandfather, 
Josiah Leavitt Jameg of the real-estate firm 
of James & Springer, was a candidate for 
mayor in 1858. e 

Mr. James’ first engagement was with Mc- 
Auley’s stock company, which he joined at 
Louisville, Ky., in 1864. Later, for five yéarsa, 
he was Lawrence Barrett’s leading man. 


Played with Joseph Jefferson. 

From 1886 to 1889 he starred. He was with 
Joseph Jefferson in 1891-’92, and later in the 
‘90s he starred in conjunction with Fred- 
erick Warde. In recent years he had been a 
star in Wagenhals and Kemper productions. 

At the time of his death Mr. James was 
playing in “ Henry VIII.,” taking the part of 
Cardinal Wolsey. Last week while his com- 
pany was stalled on a snowbound train they 
produced “The Merchant of/ Venice" to 
amuse the passengers. 

Mr. James’ first wife, Mis¢ Lillian Scanlan. 
whom he married in Phi Iphia in 1871, died 
in 1876. Later he married Marie Wain- 
wright, who was‘leading woman for Law- 
rence Barrett.

Modiste Asks $1,500 for Wife’s 
and Daughter's Dresses. 


BILL TOO BIG, SAYS BANKER. 


Willing to Pay If Price of Ill Fitting 
Gown Is Deducted. 


A dispute over the value of dresses fur- 
nished to one of Chicago's debutantes and 
her mother resulted in a $1,500 suit being 
filed against Chauncey J. Blair, vice presi- 
dent of the Corn Exchange National bank, 
by Mrs. Mae, K Weber in the Municipal 
court yesterday. 

The claim is for several costumes for Migs 
Mildred Blair and one frock for her mother, 
who is now in Paris. Theclaimant ie a fash- 
jonable modiste, who, with her sister, Mrs. 
Cathryn Schwartz, does business under the 
title of “‘ Mme. Whitney’s,”” at 1521 ‘Michigan 
avenue. The claimant was loath to discuss 


| the suit, and her attorneys would say little 
| beyond the fact that ‘‘ Mr, Blair flatly re- 
fused to settle.”’ and they also asserted that 


the court clerk was requested to suppress 
the suit “‘ because it was feared Mr. Blair 
would evade service.” ' 


Part of Work Unsatisfactory. 

A reportre, however, had no difficulty in 
finding Mr. Blair. The banker said the bill 
would have been paid long ago if the plain- 
tiff had deducted $75 for Mrs. Blai?’s cos- 
tume, which, he said, was ill fitting and of 
inferior material. The banker will depart for 
Paris tomorrow or Tuesday and join his 
wife, and both will return to Chicago in about 
a month. 

The dresses were made for the Blairs in the 
fall of 1908, and they and Mrs. Ricardo Sori- 
ano, the.elder daughter of the banker, re- 
‘turned, after several years’ sojourn abroad, 
for Miss Mildred’s coming out ai the family 
residence, 4820 Drexel avenue, in December,

butante and Miss Margaret Keep at the Con- 
| gress hotel on Jan. 4.

Mr, and Mrs. Soriano 
also went back to Europe, but Miss. Mil- 
dred has remained in Chicago.

The creating of these costumes was the 
first business transactions between Mrs. 
Blair and the modiste and the banker's wife, 
was shocked at the amount of the claim and 
refused to pay unless a deduction was made 
There has been considerable correspondence 
between the two, and on Friday the dreas- 
maker put thé claim into the hands of law- 


yers. 
Both Mra. Weber and Mrs. Schwartz were

According to arrangements made in 
advance, Dr. George C. Hunt of the food de- 
partment of the city health commission will 
estimaté the nerve and muécle building 
properties of the meals. 


Consider the Nutritive Values. 

“It has been the chief aim of teachers of 
domestic science,”’ said Dr. Hunt, “* to incul- 
cate the idea that food is meant to restgre 
waste in the tissues. A knowledge of the 
chemical! constituents of the various articles 
of diet is indispensable to success in cater- 
ing. It is true that the assimilative value 
of food is dependent to a large degree upon 
the appeal jt makes to taste. In other words, 
an attractive meal, other things being equal, 
is greatly superior as a rebuilder of tissue to 
an unattractive and poorly cooked meal.” 

The interest which has been aroused. in 
THE TRIBUNE'S contest is evidenced in the 
collection of recipes which it has received 
from every part of the state and from many 
far distant points. Regret is felt by all who

CLEANER WATER IS PROMISED 
FOR NORTH SHORE BEACHES. 


| Waukegan Glucose Factory, Which Has 
| Been Turning Its Refuse Into the 
Lake, Will Be Removed. 


Residents of the north shore and patrons 
of the bathing beaches in that vicinity wiil 
not be bothered this summer by unpleasant 
odors from the lake. This will be due to 
the removal from Waukegan of a glucose 
factory owned by the American Corn 
Products company, which in previous years 
has turned its waste info the lake. 

Kdward Bartow, a director of the Llinois 
state water survey, said the waste from 
this factory was equal, in its contaminating 
effect on the lake water, to the sewage from 
a town of 200,000 inhabitants. 

“ After this waste is thrown into the 
water,’ he said, “it becomes a medium for 
the growth of bacteria. The currents of the 
lake force this impure mass shoreward, sv 
that for a number of years the residents of 
Lake Forest, Evanston, and Wilmette nave 
been forced to use this sort of water for 
drinking purposes.’ 

The {actory will be moved to Argo, on the 
drainage canal.

Took Part in Fight for the Liberale— 
Makes Predictions Concerning Fu- 
ture of English Politics. 


Speaking admittediy as a “ Radical Lib- 
eral,” .for which party he spoke during the 
recent English parliamentary campaign, 
Louis F. Post addressed the City club yes- 
terday afternoon on the general subject of 
British politics.

Street Superintendent Calls Out Men to

REGRET FAILURE OF EXHIBIT 


Germans Fear Friendship with 
Americans Now Is Lost. 


JEALOUSY CAUSE OF ALL. 


Teuton Manufacturers Want All Mar- 
kets for Own Products. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, March 5.—The kaiser’s govern” 
ment has left ‘no stone unturned to assure 
the Washington authorities of its profound 
regret over the American exhibition im- 
broglio, and the most authoritative declara- 
tions have been made through the official 
channels that the German government's at- 
titude is entirely devoid of hostility either 
to the exhibition enterprise itself or America 
in general. 

The incident caused the German foreign 
office the most painful embarrassment. Ger- 
many has acquired a wholesome respect for 
the power cf American public opinion, and 
when the cable brought evidence that [t was 
thoroughiy aroused over the exhibition af- 
fair it was decided that heroic measures 
must be taken to set matters right. 

Tt is the Berlin official view that the gov- 
ernment’s good intentions and repentant 
spirit were amply shown by the elimination 
from the reichstag records of the ministerial] 
remark which' gave offense in New York. 
Cablegrams, however, indicate that the 
Americans are far from satisfied with the 
official disposal of the incident and grave 
fears are entertained here that the carefully 
developed. fabric of German-American 
friendship suffered a serious blow. 


Secretary Hears from Above. 


In local diplomatic quarters it is regarded 
as a safe wager that the imperial secretary 
of the interior, Delbrnock, whose parlia- 
mentary break caused the squabble, has 
heard things from e certain highly placed 
personage who has spent a good deal of 
time during the last eight or nine years 
cultivating the good will of Uncle Sam's 
people. 


By far the most significant aspect of the

Americans Were Bystanders.

Apart from its political aspects the in- 
terest in the affair lies chiefly in the fact 
that Redon’s removal practically was made 
at the dictation of a spiteful woman. 

It is openly said that Redon had to go be- 
cause Mme. Trouillot, wife of the ministes 
of colonies, said he must. 


Treasures Endangered by Fire. 

It was with the greatest difficulty that the 
government, after long.agitation in the 
press, was brought to order the cessation of 
the dangerous occupancy of the Pavillon 
de Fiore by the ministry of colonies. 

Even after it was ordered it semed as if 
the removal never would be accomplished. 

Redon, architect of the Louvre, who trem- 
pled daily at the peril of fire to which its in- 
calculable treasures were exposed, finally be- 
came arotsed by the fastidious excuses given 
by the ministry of colonies to usedetermined 
efforts to see the decree carried into effect. 

Like other department heads in the French 
government, the minister of colonies, with 
his family, occupied apacious apartments in 
the Payillon de Fiore, the eee building 
assigned to his use, 

Mme. Trouillot was loath to leave that 
beautiful remnant of the old palace of the 
Tuileries. She hoped by clever delays tostay 
there as long as the present cabinet was in 
power, 


Redon Proves Harnestness. 

Redon proved his earnestness by the un- 
mistakable energy with which he pushed 
along the preparation of another building 
for the reception of the ministry. She be- 
came furious about the new quarters, which 
do not compare for elegance with the old 

ones, although $160,000 was spent in fitting 
them up 

Mme, y Trouillot is represented as particu- 
larly jealous of Mme.

Royal Relatives Expect Mother- 
in-Law to Pay Debts. 


IN DISFAVOR ; AT COURT.

VIENNA, March 5.—A lawsuit involving 
two sums of 600,000 crowns ($125,000) each, 
Which were borrowed by Prince Migué) of 
Braganza from two savings banks, has been 
begun in the imperial court (chamberlain’s 
division), which ig empowered to adjudicate 
disputes In connection with members of -he 
imperial family.

Next Prince Miguel borrowed 500,000 crowns 
from the Hohenmauth Savings bank, for 
which Prince Alexander of Thurn and Taxis 
was security, with the proviso that the Kolin 
bank indemnify him. | 

Prince Miguel is said to have used the sec- 
ond loan to repay the Kolin bank, and Prince 
Alexander ig ndw seeking to shift his obliga- 
tion upon the duke of Braganza and tite arc h- 
duchess. 


Expect Mrs, Smith to Pay Up. 

The inside history of this case is that Princs 
‘Miguel’s royal relatives have no intention of 
paying hfs debts, but mean that his mother- 
in-law, Mrs. J. H. Smith; shall pay them. 
For this reason the “ curatel” and the exile 
from court circles until the matter is settled.

Marine Minister Talks. 

‘Repiythe to Count Opperdorff’s criticism of 
the government’s policy in the construction 
of warships on loans an@ regarding the 
Krupp monopoly of armor plates, Admiral 
von Tirpitz said that the system of loans 
for warship building would cease in 1916, 
after which year new ships would be built 
from the product of taxation.

DISCOVERY MADE IN ATHENS 
BEARS OUT SOPHOCLES’ PLAY. 


Chasm on Hill of Colonus Sheds New 
Light on Ancient Author’s Works— 
Descent to Hades Located.

LONDON, Marct 5.—An interesting de- 
scription comes from Athens of the results of 
the investigation by M. Svonoros of the Bill 
of Colonus. 

Svoronos has discovered a chasm on the 
hill at the temple of the Eumenides, the lo- 
cation of which hitherto has been a mystery. 
It is about fifteen meters deep and is on tha 
edge of the hill near the old road from 
Thebes. 

The discovery has cleared several! doubtful 
points about the tepography of Colonus and 
is taken to show that Sophocles, who was 
himself born in the district, wrote his play 
to be played before a peers familiar with 
the scene. 

Svoronos has located the caer of Poselidor, 
which the play puts ‘within calling distance 
of the, temple of Bumenides and from which 
Theseus appears during an attempted ab- 
duction of Antigone by Creon. 

Another discovery is the position of iuxe 
Plutonein and of the descent to Hades, 
whither Oedipus leads Theseus. 


FARMAN MAKES A NEW RECORD. 


With Two Passengers Aboard Aeroplane 
He Remains in Air an Hour

It 
is said that treasure seekers, in prodding 
about here a few years ago, came across & 
skeleton !n a wall, supposed to have been 
that of a woman built in when the chapel was 
being erected. On the slope of the hil) is a 
little mosque, built by Sultan Bajasid, now 
used as a military depot. It doesn’t look 
like a sultan’s mosqué; just « little, ordinary, 
every day mosque, such as can be found in 
any Bulgarian hamiet. But if ttle remains 
of Tirnovo's ancient glory, the picturesque- 
ness of the site is all here. Nothing can 
detract from that. 

To reach the Church of the Forty Martyrs 
requires a long, tedious climb down the side 
of the hill to the river bank. On the way 
we pass through one of the bits of the modern 
city. I went into one of the houses here and 
found under a single roof three small rooms. 
The first, four feet square, contained a rude 
fireplace. Behind this was a larger room, oc- 
cupied by the horse. In an adjoining room, 
as bare of furniture aa the stable, but » 
lives an old woman, the sole occupant of the 
bouse. 

The mud is thick through here, and cows, 
pigs, and chickens claim equal rights in the 
street with passersby. 


Chufch Desecrated by Turks. 

The once glorious and still famous Church 
of the Forty Martyrs has had hard’ usage. 
The Turks filled in the floor, covering up the 
graves of some of the kings, and built a flat 
ceiling across its vaulted roof, fireplaces and 
chimneys along one of its walls, and used it as 
a dwelling house. Evidences of their occupa- 
tion have been removed as far as possible. 
The church itself has been covered with a 
good roof and has been given a pine floor. 
Two of its marble cohumns, one with Asén's 
famous inacription, still stand, and bits of an- 
cient frescoes remain. The altar screen of 
irons and the furnishings of the church In 
general are quite modern. 

We cross the river by a wooden bridge, 
pass along houses overhanging the river and 
occupied by tanners, and climb to the an- 
cient Church of Dimitrius. Here also little 
remains of either glory or art. Services are 
no longer held in the church, and part of its 
floor todey ie covered with pine boxes con- 
taining skulls picked up from the old mon- 
asteries on top of the hill. Judging fromthe 
skulls, ancient Bulgarians were a big, hard- 
headed lot. Beyond Dimitrius’ church is an 
ancient churchyard, surrounded by a crumb- 
Hing wall, with curious stone tombstones 
awry. 

Little of Greatness Left. 

Tirnovo, the Citadel of Thorns, was once 
the capital of a broad empire of Bulgaria. 
It may have been a great and imporing 
city. The ancient chroniclers all say go. 
If it was a great city, if it contained great 
palaces and wonderful monasteries, the 
Turks were either infamous destroyers or 
the chroniclers awful liars. It is hard to 
make a regal city out of what is left. 1 am 
sorry I ever knew anything about the bis- 
tory of Tirnovo To know its history makes 
it out a disappointment. To come to it and 
take it as itis without trying to read enough 
into the few stones which are left to get a 
glimpse of the character of ancient Bul- 
garia is real pleasure. . 

It is better to take Tirnovo as it is, un- 
rivaled in its location and full of the pic- 
turesque and umexpepcted at @very turn. 
It is still a city of 4,000, the twentieth 1! 
size in Bulgaria. '

Order Proposed Meeting Abandoned 
and Warn Them That Pedestrian 
Demonstration Will Bring Arrests.

BERLIN. March 5.—President Jagow of 
the Berlin police having forbidden the -So- 
cialists to hold an open air meeting that had 
been planned for tomorrow, the managing 
committee of the Socialist party today pub- 
licly invited .all who believed in an equal, 
secret, direct, and universal ballot to take 
a walk on Sunday toward.Treptow park, a 
suburban assembly piece, asa protest against 
the existing three clase property voting sys- 
tem and the proposed amendments to the 
franchise law. 

Président Jagow subsequently announced 
that such a walk would be contrary to the 
spirit of the law, which requires that open 
air assemblages shall take place only with 
the permission of the police, and that the 
persons taking such walks or attempting so 
to do would be prevented by the police. 

All the Socialist, Liberal, and Radical jour- 
nals, as well as some of the moderate Can- 
servative newspapers, disapprove of the 
Prussian government's decision to prevent 
the peaceful expression by a public assembly 
of @ desire to have greater ballot privileges.

GERMAN AUTO EXPORTS GROW. 


Of All Other Countries France Alone 
Shipped Out Greater Number than 
Teuton Empire Last Year.

BERLIN, March 5.—Germany rapidly is 
overtaking France es a manufacturer and 
exporter of automobiles. In 1909 exports 
totaled $4,010 000 as against.only $2,850,000 
in 1908. and $2,100,000 In 1907. Of all other 
}ecountries France alone exported a greater 
number of automobiles last year than Ger- 
many. The French export amounted ‘to 
$5,900,000. According to German statistics, 
French~ exports practically have remained 
at a standstill in the last three years, and 
German manufacturers'deduce that the time 
ie not far distant when they will outetrip 
their competitors on the other bank of the 
Rhine.

Prussia proposes to impose navigation dy- 
ties to the éxtent of '15 per cons ge ‘valorem 
of the freight, on all shipping of the rivers 
traversing her territory.

The dues in existence are already sufficient- 
ly high to cover these expenses, and the addi- 
tional tax which Prussia is endeavoring to 
impose is over and above these rates and for 
the exclusive benefit of her own treasury. 
But while the new impost will fall in part 
upon purely Prussian shipping, it will weigh 
to a far greater degree upon non-Prussian 
states, particularly upon the kingdom of 
Saxony, the grand duchies of Baden, and of 
Hesse, and in a measuré upon the kingdom 
of Wurtemberg. It will have the effect of 
virtually putting a stop to the trade of these 
non-Prussian states, —— the rivers which 
are now used to bring cheaply the raw ma- 
terial to the centers of industry, and to carry 
the manufactured product to the outlet of 
commerce.

jority, if not all, of the powers. 

Indeéd, sanguine expectations were emter- 
tained that the cumbersome process of pum- 
moning a special conference for the con- 
sideration of every problem of an interna- 
tional character that cropped up, would be 
obviated. These expectations have not been 
realized.’

THE IRRESPONSIBLE LEGISLATURE. ; 

The special session of the ‘Titinois legis- | 
lature came last week to an end so ludi- | 
crous, in circumstances so preposterous, 
that even the legislators themselves grin 
and are amtsed when they think of it 
They did what they could not avoid do- 
ing, did that as badly as it was possible 
for them to do it, wore out their own 
tempers and the patience of the small 
part of the state which was paying any 
attention to them, killed many measures’ 
in which all the state ‘should have been 
greatly interested, ended their troubles by 


adopting a sine die adjournment resolu-- 


tion, and. made tracks: for their homes, 
happy and* contented, and fonvinced that. 


no. individual responsibility -would be at 
tached to any of them. 


And -the unfortunate. thing shout it is 
that this conviction was ‘not based on a 
flimsy foundation, but on a thorough un- 
derstanding of the public disposition to- 
wards such questions. If the legislative 
path were not strewn with the roses of 
popular -unconcern and forgetfulness— 
roses without thorns in this case—the leg- 
islator \would not be so amused by his 
own misdoings and so happy in _ his 
achievéments. 

Chicago more than the rest of the state 
is the paradise of the irresponsible mem- 
ber of the general assembly, and when 


censure for things.done and things not 


done is being distributed the most blame 
must be laid not on the shoulders of the 
legislators but on the shoulders of their 
constituents, constituents more in fiction 
than in fact. In downstate counties vot- 
ers have-a knowledge of legislative action 
and of men responsible which shames the 
indifference of the Cook county man, and 
it does not have to be a remarkably inti- 
mate knowledge to do that. 

Chicago is a paradise for the irresponsi- 
ble legislator because, except in rare in- 
stances, it gives no sign that it is at all 
interested in anything its representatives 
are doing and because, except in the case 
of men connected directly or indirectly 
with politics, the voters. of Chicago do not 
know who their representatives are in the 
assembly—much less what they are doing. 

Tus TRIBUNE has demonstrated by ex- 
periment that the average man of this 
city does not know the number of his 
senatorial] district and does not know who 
represents him. 

If a legislator wanted a larger degree 
of immunity than that he would be hard 
to please. Practically only two things 
threaten him—the danger that’ he will 
make his record in the legislature so bad 
that an active opponent seeking his seat 
will be able to. find proof against him 
sticking ‘out brazenly in roll calls and by 
energetic canvassing and speaking bring 
this fact to the knowledge of the citizens 
willing to vote against a disreputable when 
they have him pointed out—that .danger 
and the other one of offending the political 
managers who nominate and generally 
elect him. 

So long as men do not know the names 
of the legislators who represent them 
there is small chance that the acts of the 
assembly: men will be challenged in the 
only effective “way—at the polls. So long 
as the legislature keeps off a few dan- 
gerous subjects which necessarily involve 
the habits of life or the prejudices or 
principles of al] or any large section of 
the voters—and these subjects have red 
flags all over them—it is practically im- 
mune. : 

When these facts are considered it will 
be admitted that the most effective re- 
forming will be undertaken at home.

CENSORING THE SCHOOLS. 

The criticism directed by the American 
Medical association against some of the 
medical schools of Chicago can hardly fail 
of good results, whether or not it was 
justified in each of the specific cases dealt 
with. Under. modern supervision of edu- 
eation there are a number of helpful in- 
fluences at work in the direction of im- 
proved courses of study and better equip- 
ment for instruction. Even where there is 
sharp censure the officials of the institu- 
tion criticised are anxious to correct de- 
fects and to bring requirements up to the 
standard if they are of the type desired 
as educators. If the motives behind their 
instruction are not right they are im- 
pervious to censure and ignore criticism 
just so long as they are able to collect 
fees from students. ‘ 

Chicago’s reputation in many parts of 
the world.has suffered a good deal be- 
cause of this latter typ@ of schools. De- 
grees of all kinds have been sold to the 
unwary in Great Britain, Ingia, Africa, 
and. the isjands of the sea. ." Univer- 
sities "’ without endowment, equipment, or 
buildings have flourished in apartment 
houses, from which instruction through 
“nonresident courses” has been carried 
ohn with a@ satisfactory profit to the presi- 
dent or dean. It bas not been difficult-for 
the man with the money to secure a de- 
gree in medicine, dentistry, philosophy, 
law, divinity, or, in fact, in almost any of 
the subjects in which degrees are con- 
ferred by reputable schools. 

“Alumni” of such Chicago “ univer- 
sities” are found in many parts of the 
world who never saw this city. Not one 
of them could discover his “alma mater ” 
if he were to search for it. with a micro- 
scope. The British parliament, the Ger- 
man emperor, the ruling authorities of 
India and other governmental representa- 
tives in foreign lands, have discussed these 
Chicago degrees and have sought ways 
and means of stopping their issue. But a 
charter is easily obtained in almost any

“THRIFT, HORATIO, THRIFT.” 

Mr. James A. Patten, having made 
much money in. the wheat pit and on the 
cotton exchange, feels that he can afford 
the time to address his countrymen on the 
subject of their national extravagance. 
“We throw away,” says he, * more food 
than would supply the tables of almost 
The high prices are 
due chiefly to our wastefulness of living, 
and until we curtail our living expenses 
tWere is no remedy for the present situa- 
tion.” 

These are today familiar observations. 
They have fallen from the lips of many 
well to do Americans, Being able to af- 
ford to be extravagant, they. sternly re- 
buke that fault or crime in those who are 
not able. But there does not seem to be 
one among them who practices what he 
preaches. It is not enough to “ point to 
brighter worlds.” One should also “ lead 
the way.” Here is Mr. Patten, for in- 
stance, who tells us we must “ curtail our 
living expensés,”’ and stamps the value of 
the advice on the popular mind by starting 
off on a pleasure trip to Europe. He is 
giving countenance to a form of American 
extravagance which costs about $150,000,- 
000 a year. American annual expendi- 
tures in foreign travel come to something 
like that. 

These preachments of the gospel of 
economy by missionaries clothed in pur- 
ple and fine linen have no effect upon a 
wasteful generation. Yet there would be 
a wonderful change for the betterif every 
man in this country were to make thrift 
his handmaiden. There would be more 
comfort and contentment, smaller house- 
keeping bills, and more money in the 
savings banks, If we were thrifty as the 
French are we could soon rival them as 
bankers for the world. We could lay up a 
store of wealth that would gladden us 
with golden interest. And incidentally 
American women would be better house- 
keepers and cooks. 

Unhappily not all the lecturing and ad- 
vice that may be lavished on them will 
make Americans thrifty. Nothing short 
of urgent need in a hard case will drive 
them to it. New Englanders long had the 
reputation of being close fisted, pinching 
each dollar till the eagle sereamed. They 
It was the condition 
of existence. It is otherwise with their 
descendants. - Grinding necessity has been 
one of the potent causes of French 
thrift. Thanks to it, France was able 
to indulge without bankruptcy in the ex- 
travagance of wasting wars. There have 
been other agencies not at work in this 
country which have contributed to the 
stamping of thriftiness on the character 
of the people. If they had been surround- 
ed by American conditions during the last 
century they might have become freer 
spenders. 

If anything can cure Americans of that 
crying sin of extravagance so ably de- 
nounced by Mr. James J. Hill, Mr. James 
A. Patten, and other preachers of econ- 
omy for others, it will be the iron pres- 
sure of high prices. When men find that 
the swelling tide of high prices does not 
carry their incomes up correspondingly 
they will have to cut down expenses. They 
will have to study closely the details of 
domestic management and {pare a little 
here and there in order to lire as decently 
as they have been living. They may, 
perhaps, be forced to abandon the noon 
thet. because this is a democratic country 
the men with smaller incomes ought to

THE “L” RQGADS’ DEMANDS ‘GROW. 

A little while ago’the “IL” roads said 
they needed but one thing to make them 
happy. .That was permission to extend 
the loop platforms. Now they have snud- 
denly huddled together a new batch of 
wants and laid them pleasantly on the 
table for the city to ponder over in con- 
nection with its request for through rout- 
ing and transfers. 

The conference of representatives of the 
roads and the city was called for the pur- 
pose of discussing through routing and 
transfers. The fronds say that if a “ feas- 
ible plan” can be worked out they, will 
accept it. Then the only matter which 
should interest the conferees should be 
the working out of such a plan. It is hot 
beyond the bounds of possibility to think 
out a transfer arrangement that will cost 
the roads but little. Few, indeed, are 
those who. would ride from the beginning 
of one road to the end of another merély 
because they could do it for one fare. 

The railroads ought not to toss an 
apple of discord into the conference by 
requesting favors some of which it would 
be impossible for the city to grant, and 
but one of which has anything to do with 
the subject of through routes and trans- 
fers, If the roads had wished to spin 
out the conference interminably they 
could not havé adopted a policy better 
calculated to bring about that result. 

The transportation committee, the coun- 
cil, the people, are seeking to lessen the 
dangerous loop congestion. That is why 
the conference with the roads was sought. 
They are lugging in such matters as ex- 
tensions into outlying territory and per- 
mission to carry mail, express, and freight 
at night. -These have nothing to do with 
loop congestion. About the only item in 
their long schedule of wants which has 
is the extension of loop platforms. 

There should be no switching.off from 
the business in hand to irrelevant ques- 
tions.. Let us have that “ feasible plan” 
for through routing and transfers. When 
the roads shall have been put in operation 
—after they shall have delivered the 
goods—it will be proper for the city to 
take up their suddenly sprung requests, 
Some it probably will grant; others it will 
refuse peremptorily.

‘The late Queen Victoria’s mother, the duchess of Kent, be- 
lomged to a mediatized family. Sd, too, does the consort of the 
sovereign grand duke of Hesse, of the sovereign: grand duke 
of Saxe-Cdburg-Gotha; also the late Queen ise. ef Den- 
mark, who was the mother of Queen Ale ; of the dow- 
ager empress of Russia, and of the kings of Greece and Den- 
mark. In fact, none of these sovereigns would be entitled to 
the occupancy of their thrones or to sovereign rank were the 
rule applied to them which a number of the German papers 
foolishly are endeavoring to apply to the kaiserin. 

It is probable that the question about the duke of Schleswig- 
Holstein-Augustenburg never would have been raised had he 
not been injudicious enough to manifest reluctance to appear 
in court in a suit brought by a discharged servant of a dead 
aunt of his for money which she claimed to have advanced 
to the princess. The woman was defeated, but not until after 
no end of discussion had been raised owing to the duke’s re- 
fusal to testify in court on the plea“that he was a prince of 
the blood. 

While it is;-of course, presumptuous to assail the judgment 
of the highest/tribunal of the empire in Germany, it is diffi- 
cult to understand why it should have denied to the duke the 
status which he claimed. For his father’s sovereign rights to 
the duchies of Schleswig-Holstein were admitted, both by 
Prussia and by Austria, in 1864, when they fought to wrest the 
duchies in question from Denmark on the plea of turning them 
over to the late duke, who was subsequently induced—or I 
should say compelled—by Bismarck to waive his rights of sOv- | 
ereignty to the two duchies in return for a perpetual pension 
of $80,000 from the Prussian crown and a large sum down. 
It is, indeed, by virtue of this cession of the father of Duke 
Ernest Guenther and of the kaiserin that Prussia now includes 
Schleswig-Holstein within its kingdom as provinces.

King Humbert of Italy was subjected to three attacks by 
assassins, the third proving fatal. His actual murderer, Brescl, 
who for so long made his home at Paterson, N. J., starting 
from there to perpetrate the murder, committed suicide in 
prison by hanging himself. Acciarito,.who made the second 
attempt, in 1897, at Rome, is still alive but an: inmate of the 
asylum for criminal insane at Montelupo, in Tuscany. 

It is there that Passananto, the first of Humbert’s three 
assailants, has just died after having been confined there, 
hopelessly insane, for the last quarter of a century. He made 
his attempt on Humbert’s life Nov. 17, 1878, when the king 
and queen were making their first entry into Naples.after their 
accession to the throne. Passananto jumped up on to the step 
of the carriage and endeavored to stab the monarch with a 
long knife which had been concealed in a paper bearing the 
aspect of a petition. Queen Marguerite, 


Cairoli, who was seated opposite to them with his back to the 
horses, “Cairoli! Save the king!” Cairoli just had time to 
hurl himself on the king, receiving in his own body the knife 
thrust meant for his sovereign and which otherwise would 
have struck him right in the heart! 

Passananto was seized before he could repeat the blow, but 
Queen Marguerite’s white lace dress was deluged with the 
blood of Cairoli, who hovered a long time between life and 
death and who never entirely recovered from the wound, since 
it absolutely refused to heal. The -shock to the nervous sys- 
tem of the queen was so great that for months afterwards 
she was compelled to remain in the strictest kind of retire- 
ment, almost bereft of her senses. The present king, then 
crown pfince and barely 9 years of age, who also was an oc- 
cupant of the carriage, was, like his mother, bespattered with 
the blood of the premier, and he, too, sustained such a shock 
that for months afterwards he would wake in the night, scream- 
ing, in a sort of epileptic fit, visitations which, from their 
constant recurrence, are held to have stunted his growth and 
to be accountable for this most admirable of monarchs’ brey- 
ity of stature.

Passananto, condemned to perpetual imprisonment and ‘con- 

fined in a circular, whitewashed, domed cell, lighted from 


above, with nothing on the walls to rest the eye, with no one 


to speak to, with no work to do, and with no means of writing 
or reading, became entirely insane before two years were at 
an end. King Humbert, ascertaining not long after the at- 
tempt that Passananto had a widowed mother of whom he was 
the only child, who had been more or less dependent upon 
his earnings, settled an annuity upon her which kept her in 
comfort for the remainder of her days. 

It is with the object of preventing would-be assassins from 
reaching the sovereign that the latter's state and semi-state 
carriages are hung so high on the springs, with steps that 
fold up inside and that are let down by the footmen when the 
royal occupants of the barouche wish to alight or to enter. 
As the carriage is moving the would-be assailant cannot raise 
himself on the wheel, and, owing to the absence of the step, 
cannot reach his victim. 

Passananto would not have succeeded in stabbing Premier 
Cairoli had this precaution been observed, and in the same way 
President Sadi-Carnot, president of the French republic, might 
be alive today had the barouche in which he was driving 
through the streets of Lyons when killed been provided with a 
set of folding steps drawn up inside instead of a statioriary 
iron step, on which his assassin, Cesario, was able to stand 
while poniarding him. 

Another feature of these royal and imperial carriages used 
by queen and empress abroad when driving in town is the 
species of mechanical contrivance affixed to the seat and back 
cushions which enables the royal lady to bow continuously, 
without any exertion or fatigue, while the carriage is in mo- 
tion. At the same time it diminishes the sense of dizziness 
which is produced by the exertion of having to bow uninter- 
ruptedly throughout a drive ofjperhaps half an hour or an hour.

PETERSBURG, March 5.—The trial 
of Nicholas Tchaikovsky, for revolutionary 
conspizacy and abetting plots againet the 
czar’s life, will begin on Tuesday. His 
daughter, in whose name §25,500 bail money 
was deposited eighteen months ago with the 
Ruseian treasury department, has been noti- 
fied that she is responsibie for his appear- 
ance. She also has been informed that the 
bail money, which the government invested 
in its own bonds, now amounts to 580, 
owing to the continuous improvement of 
Russia’s credit. 

The prefect of police today ordered that 
the trial be held behind closed-doors. 

The prefect’s order. was issued by virtue 
of the regulations covering the etate of ex- 
traordinary security prevailing in &t. Peters- 
burg and under which the administration is 
empowered to overrule the court and close 
ite doors when such a course is deemed neces- 
sary in the interests of public order. In such 
instances the Russian newspapers are not f 
permitted to publish the proceedings of the 
trial but only the verdict. 

This is the first occasion upon which the 
closure has been applied in connection with 
a political trial in the Circuit court of St. 
Petersburg for a number of years. The pre- 
fect was influenced by the probability that 
Mme. Breshko-Breshkovskaya, who is to be 
tried with M. Tchaikovsky, would be a 
revolutionary address to the judges, and fur- 
ther by the fact that Tchaikovsky will be

ze RELIGIOUS NEWS NOTES. 


Chicago churchgoers but seldom have a 
chance to bear Dr. Hugh Black of New 
York, who is to preach at the Sunday Eve- 
ning club in Orchestra hall this evening on 
“The Sons of the Kingdom.” Dr. Black is 
not only a theologian but a pulpit orator of 
national prominence. Some twenty years 
ago he was commonly called in Scotland 
“the boy orator.” He began his ministry 
in Sherwood church, Paisley, in 1891, and 
so rapidly did his reputation as a pulpit 
orator spread that in 1896 he was called to 
St. George’s United Free church, Edinburgh, 
the largest congregation in the Scotch me- 
tropolis. There he preached for ten years 
and then was called to New York city to be- 
come professor of practical theology in Union 
Theological seminary. e 

During the four years since that time the 
seminary, which is entirely undenomina- 
tional. has grown to be one of the most 
important religious schools in the United 


‘States attended by all sects. A splendid new 


building has just been completed near Co- 
lumbia university. So popular have Dr. 
Black’s sermons and essays been that in 
book form more than.100,000 copies have been 
issued.

problem of the church and education. 

The speakers at the seventh general con- 
vention of the religious educational! associa- 
tion, to be held at Nashville, March 8 to 11, 
include over forty college presidents and offi- 
cers, many public school educators, and the 
leaders in all the denominations of churches, 
The 100 and more of addresses meke up a 
program of nearly forty different meetings 
at which religious and moral training in 
colleges and universities, in homes, in 
churches, in Sunday schools, in the Y. M, 
C. A. and the Y. W. C. A., and in other agen- 
cies will be discussed. 
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One of the interesting sessions will discuss 


moral training through the newspapers and 
magazines. One of the editors of a weekly 
paper, the editor pf a daily, the editor of a 
monthly magazine, and the editor of a church 
paper when they get together are likely to 
have a lively time over the question of the 
responsibility of the press for the moral 
education of the public. 

A new plan for moral training in the pub- 
lic schools is to be made public at this con- 
vention, when several men who have been 
working on the scheme for years will pre- 
sent an fllustrated morality lecture. They 
will show stereopticon pictures of games 
and sports, taken by a special process, show- 
ing boys at play and unconscious of being 
photographed, and the lecturer will discuss 
the ethics of sports and the marks of the 
true gentlemen. Many school men have 
spoken highly of the possibilities of this 
plan im the schools.

*“ The Moral Values of Teaching of Science,” 
“Student Self-Government,” ‘‘ The Church 
and the State University,” “ Problems of 
Denominational Colleges,”’ “ The Efficiency 
of the Bunday School,” “ Relations of Pub- 
lic.

The conventions of the Religious Educa- 
tion association have met annually in vari- 
ous parts of the country, attracting atten- 
tion by their great array of educational and 
church leaders. It has been one of the fea- 
tures of these conventions to see leaders of 
every faith, of every shade of religious belief 
mingling freely, standing on one platform 
and uniting to promote the improvement of 
moral and religious training in schools and 
colleges. But this is the first convention to 
be held in the south. A special train runs 
from Chicago to this convention and the in- 
dications are that al] records for attendance 
will be surpassed.

TWOS ON TO LOS ANGELES. 


Party Splits at Junction Point;

San Franéisco, Cal, March 5.—[Special.]— 
The Sox arrived here at 9 p. m. tonight, fifteen 
minutes more than eight days out of Chicago. 
The special train was met at Junction Point, 
seventy-seven miles out, by @ small delega- 
tion of anxious coast magnates, including 
President Graham of the Pacific coast league, 
President Cal EWing and Manager Long of 
the San Francisco club.

Thirty-eight players and laymen were left 
in the main party, which made a fast run 
to Port Costa and was the last. bad taken 
across the ferry over the Sactamento river 
tonight. The fenry. boat being partly dis- 
abled, does not run after nightfall, but ex-

Trip Is a Record Breaker. 


The trip is a record breaker in point of 
time required and distance traveled to reach 
the baseball training camp, for no other club 
has made a jaunt of 3,500 miles, covering 
more than eight days, to find a spot in which 
to get in shape for a pennant race. It isa 
record which probably will stand unbeaten 
for centuries. 

Fred Parent claims the long distance record 
for team No. 2, as he started Wednesday 
morning from his Maine home and will be 
eleven days on the road, traveling 1,110 
miles before reaching Chicago. Doc White 
and family, who also go with the second 
team, will have passed ten consecutive nights 
in a sleeper when they reach Los Angeles, 

While this is not as harmful to ball players 
as ten nights in a barroom. it isnot conducive 
to good ball playing. Neither squad wil! 
extend itself much in the early games of 
its schedule.

That is what team 
No. 1 has in store, for players have to roll 
out of the first real beds they have seen in 
more than a week so as to get to Oakland 
for the morning game Sunday, then come 
back and go through the motions of playing 
in San Francisco in the afternoon. It won't 
be more than feeble motions by the end of 
the ninth inning in the afternoon. 


.. Make Dash for Connections. 

The last few hundred ‘miles of the journey 
were a wild dash down through the Sacra- 
mento valley in a desperate effort to make 
connections at Sacramento with the cut off 
line in time to let team No. 2 catch the ow! 
train for Los Angeles and keep its Sunday 
engagement there. 

After leaving Portland. yesterday the 
Shasta route was so terribly crowded with 
passenger trains that only 400 miles were 
covered in nineteen hours, The attempt to 
handie all transcontinental traffic by way 
of Portland on a single track railroad proved 
serious and great caution was necessary to 
prevent two or three trains trying to pass 
each other on the same pair of rails. 

The Southern Pacific was doing its best, 
however, for all freight trains were aban-

Football Rules Committee Will Review 
Suggestions on March 25. 
Se ae

Fayetteville, Ark., March 5.—[{Special.)— 
After passing four days here giving new foot- 
ball ideas and suggestions a thorough test, 
Coach Stagg will return to Chicago tomor- 
row perfectly satisfied with the results ob- 
tained. 

In the time passed trying out new ideas the 
Midway mentor has not overlooked what may 
be termed promising suggestions made by the 
different members of the rules committee, 
and is returning to Chicago well equipped 
with knowledge on a number of points which 
if adopted by the committee at its meeting 
in New York March 25 will go a long way 
toward eliminating injuries in football, at 
the same time making the game simpler anc 
safe. _Practically all of the ideas advanced 
by the leading football authorities of the 
country were tested and their strong and 
weak points have been ascertained. 

The last day of the tests was confined to 
trying out the ten yard scheme advanced by 
Walter Camp. The suggestion of the east- 
erner. is to have the teams iined up within a 
space.of ten yards and a player of either team 
is restricted from moving out of the zone until 

e ball is put in play. 


End Runs Easily Made. 

It was found today that end runs could be 
made easily, especially when the quarter ran 
with the ball from a direct pass and when 
the three backs were shifted in tandem 
formation on either side. In such a case the 
smashing men of the defensive team had lit- 
tle or no opportunity to do effective work, 
for they were checked before they had taken 
more than a step or two. 

Another point to be considered in this con- 
nection is that it makes the game.morecom- 
plicated, for it would be a hard matter for 
the officials to determine whether a player 
steps out of the zone before the ball is put 
in play or whether all the men are within 
the required boundary before the play is 
started. If the idea is adopted, the gamé 
would be opened up considerably and would 
necessitate the lengthening of the distance 
to be gained in three downs. 

Another point dwelt upon was having 
only the three men voack of the line eligible 
to receive a forward pass. This was given 
a thorough tria} and met with a dea) of ap- 
proval, until the offensive ends were sent 
through to check the secondary defense, 
thereby giving the offensive backs too great 
opportunities to receive throws unmolested. 
It was the unanimous approval! of the play- 
ers, however, that it would be better to 
have the enda only eligible.to receive the 
passes. 

Lineman May Carry Ball, 

Another experiment which the players liked 
was having a lineman brought back to carry 
the ball. The. argument advanced was that 
it took some of the burden off the backs and 
gave the forwards chances-to run with the 
ball. As there is a strong possibility of there 
being no pushing or pulling of the runner, 
it seems no more than just to adopt these 
suggestions. 

Before calling off the closing practica, Stagg 
had the teams give his forward pes idea a 
final test, and it worked even more satisfac- 
torily than in the previous trials. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the play- 
ers that it would be a great deal better to 
abolish the kickoff and start the game in the 
center of the fidid with the ball in possession 
of the team that won tié toss. The reasons 
for thie were that injuries oftentimes resulted 
from the collision of two fast moving bodies, 
| and that the suspense of waiting for the kick 
used up a deal of mental and physical energy. 

If the flying tackle is abolished !t seems no 
more than right in justice to the little players 
that some legisiation be taken against the 
straight arm. It was demonstrated several 
times in. the tests that:a light player did 
not have a chance of ‘downing a larger and

An incidental, though none the les@ itm- 
portant benefit of American rule in the Phil- 
ippines, is the introduction of athletic games 
throughout all the Islands. 
The enthusidsm with which the people re- 


' celved their games —especially baseball — | 


from the beginning of American occupation 
’ was astonishing when we consider that prev- 
fous to that time these games and sports 
were almost wholly unknown. The tradition 
always had been to associate any kind of 
athletic game with children, and to stamp 


ft as degrading to the dignity of a man. 


With the possible exception of fencing, 
wrestling, and’swimming, it may be said with 
truth that the average student in the higher 
schools had no interest whatever in athletic 
games. But, with American rule came a 
great reaction. Beginning with the imitative 
craze of the street urchin of the cities, the 
interest steadily worked its way up to the 
government. school and from there to the 
people as a whole. And such is the reception 
tendered to the American national game that 
today, I venture to say, among the boys of 
the simpler folks, the name of Spalding is 
better known than that of any other Ameri- 
can, President Taft's, of course, excepted. 

And such is the affection for the game that 
baseball gloves, bats and ballg.are now as 
much a part of most Fiigto”housebotda 
as the American meat ca have been for 
a iong time. 

Several Leagues Organized. 

At present there are several well organized 
baseball leagues and many others rather 
loosely organized. Of :the former class the 
league of American teams stands first, both 
in point of years of existence and importance. 
The teams represent the various. groupings 
into which the American population are di- 
vided, the civil employés, the infantry, the 
cavalry, the marines, and soon. Then there 
are the leagues made up of Filipino teams, 
which are composed of nonstudents, usually 
of men working in the same bureau of the 
government. Finally, there are the school 
leagues, of which thers are a good many all 
over the islands. 

The one I am personally acquainted with is 
the league of schools in and about Manila. 
It was organized about five or six years ago, 
in response to an offer made by the Groton 
school of Massachusetts of a beautiful cup 
to be given to the winner of most of the 
games within @ number of years. The only 
condition required by the donor was tnata 
detailed report of every game be sent to it, 
the report to be written by a student. As lI 
was the manager at the time of the Philip- 
pine Normal schoo] team the work of report- 
ing fell on me. 

Baseball Reporting Hard Work. 

When I now reflect that baseball reporting 
is a complex art in itself, requiring technical 
knowledge, I shrink at the idea of having 
to undergo @ similar ordeal, yet at the time 
I did report on every game, and in detail, 
too. The latest home. paper says that the 
Groton cup is still being contested for, and I 
presume reporte still are being sent to the 
Groton school. . Thus has the wisdom of the 
offer of the cup been proven; it has not only 
aroused a keen interest in baseball, but has 
induced the Filipino to attempt to master one 
' of the English language, an effort 
which he would not otherwise try to make. 

Raseball is not the only game which the 
people have adopted, although it surpasses 
any other in popularity. Track and eld 
sports, tennis, basketball, and soccer foot- 
ball also have taken an important place in 
the life of the Filipino community. 

Among the well-to-do, who can afford to 
supply themselves with the necessary outfit 
and keep the grounds, tennis is most popular 
Indeed, it haw become so popular that even 
the girls take part in the games, and tennis 
clubs are increasing in: number. Various 
towns around Manila have girl basketball 
teams, which carry on intertown contests.

Some 
day, when the U. of C. decides to follow the 
example of Wisconsin, and send her team to 
the east for one summer, the Chicago gradu- 
ates in Manila, of whom there are many 
holding high positions, will only be too glad 
to extend their most cordial welcome.

So-Called “Has Beens’”’ Come Back. 

Willie Hoppe, too, has been digging up 
some “ good stuff,’’ as my newspaper friends 
say, of the old timers in the billiard world 
who are still playing today with equal skill 
as at the time when Willie wore knickers 
and had ‘to stand on a box to see the top of 
the table. Then they tell me about Barney 
Oldfield, the auto driver, who is just com- 
ing- out again this season to break all rec- 
ords, thereby showing his former nerve, all 
of whic’ convinces me that you can't class 
us among the ‘ good old h. bs.” until the 
referee gives us the full count. 

I was reading, too, the other day about the 
grand battle Harry Forbes, the former Chi- 
cago champion, put up against Joe Coster, a 
game and rugged youngster, in New York. 
Forbes must be about 30 years of age, and be- 
gan fighting thirteen yearsago. He has been 
in the ring more than 100 times, and that he 
should “come back” in a fight that set all 
the fight bugs in Gotham to talking I regard 


. as significant. 


I don’t think Jeffries has marked out any 
plan of battle, and; in fact, nothing definite 
in this matter may be decided for some weeks 
to come. He probably will do much of his 
training near Los Angeles, where he will 
settle down to regular work early in April. 
His hunting trip in the mountains will do 
him an immense amount of good, strengthen- 
ing his muscles and opening up his pipes, for 
there is no harder work than hunting moup- 
tain sheep, and the bracing air will put his 
lungs into fine shape. He won't have much 
weight to take off when he gets back to his 
training camp. I expect to keep him pretty 
busy in the handball court, and this with 
boxing will increase his footwork and speed. 


Jef Will Take No Chances. 


So far as the fight itself is concerned 
“ Jeft’”’ will take no chances. We all know 
that Johnson is a rugged young fellow and 
has @ good right hand wallop. His clever- 
ness may or may not develop in the ring. 
It is natural to expect that many, even 
among the experts in pepe Be et will figure 
that Jeffries will try to e the fight fast 
and short, fearful that having been out of 
the ring some time he may not be able to goa 
long route. This has been said of others under 
similar conditions, and then again the result 
has been ruin to this opinion. Under- 
standing John so well as a defensive 
fighter, Jeffries wil) certainly be prepared to 
go the limit, and I honestly think that his 
rugged endurance will enable him to go twice 
as far as Johnson, even if he has to carry 
the fight to his flat footed dusky‘opponent ail 
the way. 

With seventeen weeks left for his prepara- 
tion Jeffries has no occasion to hurry his 
work, and if he gets into his training camp 
by April 4 he will still have thirteen weeks 
to complete his work. There isplenty of time 
yet to discuss plans for the battle, but on the 
subject of condition Jeff will be there with 


the goods. 
Talks of Nelson’s Nerve. 


Did you ever sée such nerve as Battling 
Nelson displayed in his losing fight with Ad 
Wolgast? It was remarkable. 

The only bad feature to the championship 
battle was the wretched idleness of the sec- 
onds. They ought to be arrested for such 
thoughtless inaction. If the seconds had 
thrown up the sponge before the referee did 
they would have only done their duty. 

The principals in the fight were helpless; it 
was up to the seconds to end the bout. But 
they did not and thus they branded 
themselves as unworthy of the honor, and 
not only risked the life of Nelson, but gave 
the béxing game as a whole a biack eye. 
Seconds can do much to elevate the game 
i¢ they will. 

An ordinary blow from Wolgast might have 
floored Nelson, and in his exhausted and limp 
condition he might have struck his head on 
the floor and suffered concussion of the 
brain. It wasan extreme piece of foolishness 
on the part of the seconds to let the fight 
go on after Nélson was beaten to a pulp and 
could hardly see. 

I read every round and I am convinced 
that I do not know of any lightweight fighter 
who has displayed such endurance and pluck 
as Nelson did. I can only compere him to 
Jack Dempsey, who was knocked out by 

La Blanche in 1886. I saw that fight 
and the audfence at the time of the final blow 
was struck dumb for several seconds. 

I did not predict who would win this title 
bettle, but I had made up my mind that 
whoever plucked the laure! from the brow of 
Nelson would have/to be @ fighter who could¢ 
endure more punishment and go one step 
farther in nerve than Battling. 

I fear Neilson will never come back. Such 
a vicious beating as he received will unfit 
him for another’ such grueling battle with 
the championship at stake.

And it is from this point of view that we should seek to 
understand and interpret these terrible human struggles. 

Wage wars, such as those of our day, are possible only 
where men confront one another as free beings, only where 
the laborer himself assesses the worth of his labor capacity, 
and then encounters the free response of the party that has to 
pay the wage. 

The medieval laborer was subject to the officially 
regulated and established wage tariff, and his only recourse 
was to authority if he felt that his master’s wage was unfair. 


Problem Up to the Worker. 


Today it is “‘up”’ to the laborer himself to devise measures 
whereby he hopes to secure just recompense for his toil. As 
a free man the laborer can seek work wherever he pleases. 
As a free man he can strike a bargain which he may fulfill 
according to his free judgment. 

But it is certainly a discouraging fact that even labor 
circles are at last telling us that his freedom is not what it was 


‘“cracked up to be.” 


It is “only on paper; only in your imagination; when you 
get down to business the wage earner has no freedom; hunger 
is the whip which lashes him on. 

“Your boasted free laborer is only your modern wage 
slave, whose lot is really harder than that of the old actual 
slave, inasmuch as the owner of the latter had a self-interest 
in not injuring his property, an interest that no longer exists, 
now that we are free.” 

. Even if this talk were entirely true to the facts—which 
fortunately is not the case—it would yet be a deplorable mis- 
judgment of human nature and of the laws of its development. 

‘Would not a man who hungers in his freedom be an in- 
finitely higher being than the human domestic animal of olden 
times, which, fastened to its still, crunched the fodder that was 
tossed to it? = 

. A at-leaat, it hesitation, would prefer the hentia 
death tp the slave life; even if that life afforded me luxury and 
splendor, and I am tcoavinced that the whole brotherhood of 
toilers today, if it could exchange its present state of fieedom, 
with all its want and misery, for an outwardly secure existence 
as a slave, would not be long in delivering its verdict. 


Misjudgers Dull the Weapons. 

Therefore it is just these misjudgers of the stuff the 
modern man is made of who dull the edge of the weapon to 
be wielded in our social warfare. They blaspheme the spirit 
of humanity and of God when they set about persuading them- 
selves and us that, the lot of the former enslaved humanity 
is enviable as compared with our present free man. 

But free labor is not the end of the matter. Itis only the 
beginning. Indeed, itis the freedom which suggests and 
supports the proposition that the laborer is worthy of his hire, 
Struggle for the triumph of this principle is the “holy war” 
which throws Peter the Hermitinto the shade. Itis more.than 

a question of meum and tuum, or of the price which laborers 
are free to put upon.their labor. That is, it is more than an 
economic ‘question. 

It is a question of man. 

It is a question of his inherited and acquired capacities, 
of his energy, of the personal qualities which are expressed in 

the goods which he puts upon the market. 

It is a question of the kind of man that can be grown in 
our economic situation. 

Shall he go up or down? 

Shall he be normal or abnormal? 

What shall become of him and his capacities? 

Now,' every activity means an expenditure of energy. 
So much cause, so much effect. The expenditure of muscle 
end brains must be commensurate with the achievement. 

If, therefore, human life is to be so preserved that it can 
run its trace and finish its course with dignity and joy, the 
energy, expended in labor must be refunded, in the form of 
nourishment, rest and recreation; that is, in the nurture of 
mental and bodily health. Otherwise labor consumes the life 
of man, and he is not able to round out his days asa man 


should. 
Man. Part of His. Work. 

In a real sense, something of man ‘himself passes into his 
work, something which can never be:féstored to him: And 
for as much as society uses and consumes this work of man, 
society actually useS and consumes man’s life itself. 

“This is. that fearful truth which, translated into theology, 
becomes the doctrine of the mysterious afonement. ‘As it is, 


_ you do not need to ‘bea radical socialist to see and say it. 


So long as our. civilized humanity consumes the products 
of labor for which the return is not at least equivalent to the 
human energy exhausted in the production, so long is there 
canniibalism—anthropopbagy—in our civilized and Christian 
land! 
| When ene pest dkwblelt thea da the uindetpald cevduction 
of its it lives not simply at the expense of the blood 
* and life of these laborers; but at the expense of their honor 
end morality as well: 

T aim not now discussing the question as to whether the 
laborer should share in the comforts and luxuries 4f life. I

and too little for life!

is usually meant; .or in the labor ticket of utopian socialism, 
which, to be consistent, must promise to provide everybody 
with an authoritative judgment as to the worth of his labor. 

When a pair of scales is at equilibrium it stops; so would 
economic life the instant all wages were brought into perfect 
equilibrium with all work. 

But, so long as the commandment, “Thou shalt not kill,” 
is held to belong to the divine order of humanity, under no 
circumstances should the reward of labor fall below the worth 
of the vital energy expended in that labor. 

From such a point of view alone are we sufficiently im- 
pressed with the terrible seriousness of the labor question. 

We now see that it is indissolubly bound up with the life 
and death of our fellow men. And we should stop to think 
how many thousands of human lives in this Christian land of 
ours are consumed year in and year out by cheap goods, under- 
pay, and long hours. 


Clear View of Question. 

Now and then society sits up and takes notice, feels a 
passing revulsion, capriciously and intermittently agitates. for 
some governmental interference; but only some regular pro- 
cedure, only thoroygh and fearless investigation and discovery 
of the facts bearing upon the wage problem in all branches of 
industry can pave the way for setting matters right. 

Shall we drill it into our children to save their pennies, and 
shall we at the same time squander human lives? 

Shall we be economic in things and uneconomic in men? 

Shall living men, the only value in the world after all, be 
thrown upon the dump heap? 

Shall we at once glorify and misuse the laborer’s freedom? 

The bottom need of the hour is unconditional recognition 
of the sacred principle that man is not for business, but business 
for man. 

Shall the war for increase or decrease of wage be left to 
follow its own law? 


However that question may be answered, it is the setred: 


duty and inalienable right of society to démand that none of 
its members shall implicate her in blood guiltiness, that under 
no‘ circumstances shall the wage fall below the normal ex- 
penditure of energy spent in doing the work. 

That is the minimum wage which any wage earner under 
any circumstances should receive. 


Y Wage Bat Outer Hask. 

Even so, wage is only one side—the outside!—of the 
relation of the worker to his work. The inside is the main 
thing—so intimate, personal, that there nothing, least of all 
wages, can cpne in between the worker and his work. 

Woe to‘tne society that does not esteem the laborer — 
of his hire! 

But woe to the laborer also who knows nothing and ee 
nothing but his hire! 

The natural law of cause and effect—in this case of the 
equality of the strength consumed in work to the productive 
output of the work—is common to man and nature. 

This natural law is true alike of star and atom, and it is 
true of the tiniest part of every machine. 

But man is more than a machine. He is a thinking, will 
ing, feeling being. Being more than a machine, he introduces 
valnes into his work which cannot be appraised according to 
natural law, therefore cannot count on wages or be paid in 


wages. 
There-is something in all work, even in the very least 


which cannot be priced and therefore cannot be paid. 

That something is the inner life, the feeling and conscience, 
of the man himself, the very beating of whose heart and pulse 
is felt in the work itself and gives itself to us in and through 


the work. 


Pay Sign of Degeneracy. 
The prophet Micah considered it a sign of the degeneracy 
of his day when the priests of Israel taught for pay and the 
prophets prophesied for gold. 


And we, too, may be sure that the doom of a people is. 


irrevocably sealed when its spiritual goods become wares, and 

when its spiritual laborers can be bought with a price. | 
Certainly the law that the laborer is worthy of his hire 

holds good everywhere and always. Even the life of prophet 


_and teacher, of artist and savior, is an assimilation, a give and 


take, and therefore subject to the natural law of existence. 
But it makes all the difference in the world whether the 
hire is looked upon as condition or as end of labor, whether 
it is demanded as means to new and further creation, or 
whether the creation itself is for the sake of the hire and dom- 
inated by the hire. 
Life would be a revolting thing if there was only paid labor. 
We must do not only unpaid, but—and this is the all impor- 
tant matter—absolutely unpayable work, otherwise we are not 
worthy the name of man. 
“Every man has his price”—that is not true. 
No man has his price. 
Truth has no price. 
It rewards with its own self him who seeks it as the sole

supreme, thing in life. 


Beauty has no price. 
It divinely greets him who cherishes it, and rewards his

Music Queries. 

G. L.: The firm to which you refer in your 
letter will do exactly what they have agreed 
to do, set your verses to music. You notice, 
however, that they do not guarantee the 
quality of music, and there is about one 
chance in two million that you will ever get 
back the money that you advance them for 
writing the music. I have had so many pa- 
thetic letters from women who have spent 
practically their last penny to have words 
set to music that no one would buy or could 
be induced even to listen to. When you 
send in such verses as you have sent me— 
which; to be brutally frank, are simply im- 
possible—the firm will immediately write 
back, as they have written to you, that you 
possess a rare gift in verse writing and a}! 
that you need to become famous is to send 
them’ a certain sum to have the words set to 
music. Their motives are usually insincere 
and mercenary, if not downright dishonest. 

There is only one way for a woman to pro- 
ceed if she really feels that she can write 
songs. That is first to make the persona! 
acquaintance of a composer who uncerstands 
his business and who has had success, and 
to work in partnership with him: Or, if she 
can acquire a personal acquaintance with 
a music publisher of established and reliable 
reputation, he may bring her in communica- 
tion with a composer of melodies. Most of 
the song hits which have made money for 
their authorre .were written in a partner 
ship way. 

I am making this lengthy explanation be- 
cause nearly every mail brings me letters 
asking how women can publish their own 
songs. Song writing today is a business 
which requires a peculiar and complete 
knowledge of public musical taste and finan- 
cial backing to boom the songs. It isn’t 
the verses or sentiment that counts so much 
as it is the melody.

A girl of this type will be asked by a su- 
perior to do something, in the line of her busi- 
ness of which her conscience does not ap- 
prove. There may be nothing actually 
wrong in it, but it is contrary to strict busi- 
ness dealing.

NEW WATERING TROUGH. 


As Ball Float Sinks Valve Opens. 


An fngenious contrivance for use in water- 
ing troughs has been invented by an Indiana 
man. It consists of an automatic device for 
filling the trough as fast as the water is de- 
pleted by animals drinking it. The pipe 
through which the water is supplied is fitted 
with a spring valve. 

An angle shaped arm is pivoted in the bot- 
tom of the tank near this pipe, with the lower 
end of the arm resting on the valve and the 
upper end terminating in a wooden ball, 
which floats on the surface of the water. 
The principle of this appliance will be grasped 
at once. When the water is at a certain 
height in the trough the ball will float in such 
a’position that the arm;will keep the: valve 
on the supply pipe clesed.. As‘*the water is 
depleted by» stock :drinking the ball sinks 
with’ it and the arm on the-vailve ' rises, 
admitting fresh water. This device.insures 
always a full supply of fresh water in the 
tank and saves the waste water that other- 
wise runs over when the trough is filled 
from a running source, 


| SPRINKLER‘ FOR: ASHES. 


A sprinkling device has been invented by a 


New York man that enables the user to put 
out the fire In the redhot ashes he rakes down 
and sift them at once. An upright standard 
with a horizontal arm is fastened to a base 
on the floor in front of the heater. This hoNs 
an L shaped pipe which has a reservoir for 
water at the top and.a sprinkler at the other 
end and which moves about so that the 
sprinkler can be inserted in the door of the 
ash pit or can be swung around out of the 
way.

Awakening Comes on Arrival 

*‘T had been given to understand,”’ he said 
one day, with the aid of Julius Gold, a local 
musician who acted as interpreter, “ that 
Chicago was, in fact, crazy to, witness the 
thrills of the Spanish bull pen. I came here 
in the firm belief that a bullfighting exhi- 
bition could be framed up at the Coliseum. 
But I was soon made aware, and rudely, that 
Chicago would not accept such an idea for a 
minute. 

‘‘You North Americans consider bullfight- 
ing cruel, and no doubt that was the main 
reason why I could not demonstrate here the 
world's {mperial sport. But there were two 
other causes why such a show would not be 
a success. In the first place, moving picture 
reproductions of bullfighting have made the 
system of the sport familiar here. Amer'i- 
cans who decry the real thing will flock to the 
film imitations by the hundred. 

Then again: Why should Chicago people 
pay to witness an artistic exhibition of bull- 
fighting When they can rush to the stockyards 
at any time and, without a fee, see cows slain 
by the thousand? I understand that guides 
take crowds of visitors through the killing 
pens every day and that the slaying of hel]p- 
less beasts is an advertised spectacle for 
tourists. Im my profession the animal! at 
jeast has a chance; often an excellent 
chance.”

Bullfighting 2 Coming Sport? . 

However, Sefior Robles is optimistic con- 
cerning the outlook of bullfighting as an 
American sport. Already the highest bonors 
in the Mexican world of the toreador have 
been captured by an American, and the sefior 
believes that the day will come when the 
portraits of America’s greatest bullfight- 
ers will adorn the newspaper easels now oc- 
cupled by baseball stare. Bullfighting, 
robbed of its brutal and disgusting features, 
is destined to become one of the popular 
sports of America, he declared, and it will 
be only a short time until such exhibitions 
will attract pleasure seekers at every oircus, 
carnival, and fair. 

“ Why not?” he said with enthusiasm. “ It 
ls exciting. It is daring. It makes your 
blood run. There is danger, but only to the 
toreador and his assistants, and there is 
such in all your American games. 

“The bullfight is the game of Spain. It 
means the death of the bull. It may mean 
the injury of men and horses. The people 
there do not think it brutal, and few men 
are killed in it. But in America you have 
football. The lists of the dead appall me 
every year. I have seen college’ football, 
and I think it worse than bullfighting; but, 
of course, lama Spaniard. My people would 
not like football. They would say: ‘O, how 
brutal! ”’ 

But as a pioneer In introducing the sport 
tn Chicago Robles met rebuffs that disheart- 
ened him. Besides his eharp and ready 
eword, he had a jewel-studded costume 
spréad out and ready for the welcome mo- 
ment when all Chicago would turn to him and 
hail him ag the hero of the hour. But the 
salvos did not come, and he was forced to re- 
tire. from the position of Chicago's “ only 
practical and working bullfighter ” and seek 
ae more the balmy domain of President 

az.

Departure by Various Exits. 

Bounties upon the mole scalp and upon the 
scalp of the pouched gopher virtyally has 
extirminated these rodent creatures. The 
rabbit made his appeal to the average farmer 
as a nuisance largely through his girdling 
the young trees in the new orchard: the fox 
squirrel in the ‘‘ bottoms” ravaged the corn 
fields from his hiding places in the bordering 
deep woods. But the food values of these 
creatures lent to their extinction as farm 
pests.

Other sportsmen from the cities,. trained 
to wing shooting, long ago thinned the count- 
less millliong of ducks, geese, brants, sand- 
hill cranes, and the “‘ Bob White,” all of 
which were poachers beyond the apprecia- 
tion of the farmer. “ Fall plowing,” ‘which 
was discovéred to be a great aid to-cropping 
corn and oats, served #m those days to attract | 
“millions of mallard ducks, Canada geese. 
brants, and sandhill cranes in their autumn 
passage from the north. In the great prairie 
farms of the middle west the smoocthly 
plowed fields allowed of those heavy birds 
alighting, after which they walked into the 
unhusked corn, feeding. 

On @ warm Indian summer day. 5,000 geese 
on an eighty acre field would not astonish 
the farmer. A thousand gray white, lanky 
sandhill cranes, galloping and dancing un- 
couthly at the edge of his corn field half a 
mile away, did not disturb him. Untrained 
in wing shdoting for the most part, without 
knowledge of the decoy and the blind, he 
knew the impossibility of stalking any of 

; ary bitds, and the shotgun was left 
standing in its corner idle. Ten domestic 
geese wandering into his field from a@ neigh- 
boring farmhouse, would have made him 
fighting mad et their destructiveness: 10,000 
wild ones found him reconciled to their de- 
mends for food. 
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Little Things Didn*t Bother. 

But in those days a good crop year meant 
‘100 bushels of corn to the acre, and eighty 
acres in, consequence contained 8,000 bush- 
els. Fifty. bushels of oats to the acre meant 
4,000 bushels from the same size field. And 
corn might have been worth only 20 cents 
a bushel, with oats glutting the idcal grain 
elevators at 16 cents a bushel. 

Shall one wonder that fighting the grass- 


- hopper, the chinch bug, the cutworm, the 


gopher, the mole, the crow, and the crow 
blackbird through half the summer, that 
the farmer, rounding up a bumper crop at 
last, became just a-little indifferent to fall 
and winter poachings? That e flock of 10.- 
000 prairie chickens in his corn in November 
didn’t worry him7. 

But when his crops had been saved from 
early menaces of insects, rodents. storms, 
and threatened droughts these birds of pas- 
sage cost the farmer of the middle west mil- 
lions of bushels of his hard earned grain. 

Where today is une swarming life of the 
middie west? Indiana and southern Illinois 
occasionally have their “crow shoots,”" when 
countless thousands.of these shy, cunning 
black rogues still flock in the ripened corn, 
wise years ago to a harmlessness of the 
*‘ scarecrow ” trousers, coat, hat, and the 
empty sleéves, with a atick crossed guniike 
ever the phoulder. 

But the others are gone, perhaps never to 
return.* A few weeks agoa friend telephoned 
to me asking me to join him in a rabbit hunt 
forty miles out, but I couldn’t go. 

“Well, I'll bring you a brace of them if 
the shoot amounts to anything,” he said, and 
the anticipation of the sportsman was in Ais 
tone—an anticipation that couldn’t have 
evolved from a mere rabbit hunt twenty-five 
years ago.

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Evolution of Machine Made Brick; 
Setting Machine the Latest Step. 


BY HOLLIS W. FIEUD. 


EARS ago when a brickmaking ma- 
chine was evolved which put thou- 
sands of expert makers of hand made 
brick out of business, a thousand 
small communities supporting a local 

brickyard saw the finish of a small local in- 
dustry. = t,e 

in these years that have seen the evolution 
of the machine made brick the small yards 
have been deserted and the costly brick ma- 
chine plants have grown up large in favored 
spots, catering to a hundred towns scattered 
over half a state. But machining brick as 
they would, still a small army of hand labor- 

rs were necessary in converting the dried 
clay to the burnt brick. Thedry brick had to 
be built into the kfn, and when the bricks 
were burned the brick handlers were required 
to load them into cars. 

Now the fact that a brick setting machine 
has swung in by use of an electric crane 
and, with one craneman and one sesistant 
helper, is putting thirty to sixty men out of 
business at a stroke, even the man who was 
a village schoolboy twenty-five years ago 
will have a twinge of sentimental! interest. 

Twenty-five years ago the average husky 
boy, penned eight months in school, was 
drawn irresistibly to the local brickyard in 
summer. To “ off bear "’ brick on the smooth, 
sun dried yard of the plant was something 
coveted by a hundred village boye who 
weren't physicaly able to do the trick. But 
if half a dozen popular boys in ‘he viliage 
did get the job of toting the four brick wooden 
mold from the bench of the brickmaker to 
its dumping place in the long rows in the 
yard they had enviously disappointed friends 
to come out and “ visit.”” But it was at the 
opening of school again in September which 
put these fortunate “off bear" boys on the 
roll of honor, far beyond the SO cents « day 
paid for ths summer's work.

“aw, go on!” would be the set speech of 
one of the boys when his old ‘ rasseling ” 
competitor of the season before came up for 
a tryout. ‘I've been ‘ off bearing’ brick all 
summer!’’—feeling his biceps for emphasis. 

Which was enough in those days, when 
physical culture wasn't down in the curricu- 
lum of the public schools. The ~ off bear” 
boy from the brickyard was an accepted 
physical champion at a word. 

And now the brick setting machine in Klin 
building and kiln yaypoirnae sre is threatening 
the extinction of the bricKyard type of manly 
strength. For the brick setting machine in 
kiln building picks up 800 to 1,UUU0 standard 
dried brick and in a few seconds has deposited 
them as a kiln “ unit,”” Just where the kiln 
builder would. have them. And a modern 
brick kiln is something colossal when com- 
pared to at it was twenty-five years ago. 

Two million bricks are burned today ina 
single kiln. One million is an ordinary struc- 
ture at the hands of the builders whiie a little 
500,000 brick kiln doesn’t attract attentions of 
a brickmaker from a palace car wincow out 
which the manufacturer is looking, bored to 
death. 

To appreciate what the brick setting ma- 
chine is in kiln building one m-*st have an Ifea 
of what the modern big Kin js. ' 
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Kilns Built by Hand. 

A kiln containing 2,00Q,0U00 bricks of dry 
clay for burning will have a founcation ap- 
proximately thirty feet wide and 100 feet long. 
probably with forty furnace arches extending 
through it just above the ground level. Tnis 
20x100 foot base of the 2,000,uUU vil1, will be 
built about twelve feet high and solidly over 
the arches ready for the burning. 

With the machine brick turned out in thou- 
sands for years, the building of the kilns for 
burping has called for hand labor in passing 
up the brick to the kiln builders, probably 
four bricks at a toss. Care had to be used 
if handling these merely dried bricks, and at 
the same time results had to be invited by 
paying the builders by the 1,000 bricks set. 
The rate was 55.cents for the 1,000 unless 
under extraordinary conditions the scale rose 
to the maximum o cents. 

But under the stimulus of this scale the 
average of the best workmen of long ex- 
perience was only 10,000 brickd a day. Tak- 
ing into consideration that ayardusing brick 
making machines, easily turned out 300,000 
bricks in the working day. thirty setters and 
passers were necessary to handle the 
day’s output in Kiln building, while almost 
as many were required. to load the burned 
kiln contents into cars or to store them in the 
protecting sheds. 
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Old Procese Involves Loss. _ 
Also thie small army of men, handling the 
bricks poured from the brick making ma- 
chines, had to be pald. With the 55 cents a 
thousand for kiln building and the 37 cents a 
loading ‘the burned bricks Into

In the 
Building of the brick kiln each carload 
of 800 to 1,000 bricks is shaped to form on 
the car a unit of the kiln. From 
the brick machines these cars are trundled 
into the dry house, where the moisture is 
removed from them. From the dry house 
these cars pass on to the she4:; under which 
the kiln is to be built. 

This klin shed ts not differently constru¢ted 
from the ordinary shed save that overhead 
is the framework of a traveling crane from 
which depends the setting machine, pro- 
vided with a set of steel fingers for inserting 
between the bottom rows of bricks which have 
been piled into the kiln unit. entering under 
the-pile through spaces left between the two 


bottom rows. 
e .

Thus when these fingers have been inserted 
to the full width of the pile of the unit, 
the six or eight upper layers of bricks rest 
upon. the fingers of the setting machine, 
while an automatic clamping mechanism 
takes just enough hold on the two lower 
rows to hold them in place. At a signa! 
from the man operating the machineiat the 
car the craneman lifts the kiln unit to the 
level of the kiln.bench, where it is to be 
placed and from his seat in the traveling 
crane overhead moves with the 1,000 bricks 
to the place in which the brick unit Is to ft. 
Then toa nicety the load is swung into p:ace, 
the clamp loosened, the fingers of the ma- 
chine withdrawn, and the. setting machine 
run back to the next car in waiting. . 

Under tests of skilled operators this brick 
Setting machine has been operated atthe rate 
of 1,000 bricks a minute, so that in ten 
minutes of such work a day’s work of a 
single hand builder has been accomplished. 

But not only does the machine do the 
work of the kiln builder, but after the bricks 
have been burned and the kiln is ready tor 
tearing out and moving, the fact of this 
“unit” building allows of the same mea- 
chine’s taking down the great pile of finisned 
bricks and loading them %nto cars or into 
the storage sheds as the work may require. 
There is no change in the piling of the bricks 
after the fingers of the machine have set 
them, so that the reinsertion of these fingers 
in tearing down the kiln ts as easy as it was 
ir tr3 case of lifting the dry bricks on tne 
car.

In making these tests at the Pittsburg ex- 
periment station, gaseous admixtures with 
air were introduced into the mine chambers 
such as offered the opportunity for ignition 
from the explosives used. Also quantities of 
coal dust were scattered. about the mine 
chamber in a way to invite reasonable chance 
of taking fire. Through these series of tests 
the explosives submitte@ and passing the 
tests were admitted under the law of mine 
explosives as “‘ permissible."’

In this series of experiments by government 
experts dealing with twenty-nine high ex- 
plosives from twelve manufacturing con- 
cerns, seventeen of these high explosives 
were accepted as up’to the standaN of * per- 
missible."" But also the old black “ blasting 
powder "’ was read out of the category, at 
least by a strong, natural inference. 

For it was found that the black powder, 
still so generally used in miming operations, 
measured in equal quantity with the average 
high explosive, flamed three times as jong 
as the others; has a duration of flame 3,000 
to 4,000 times as long, with a much slower 
rate of explosion.

For a flat button the length of 
the buttonhole should measure the size of 
the width of the button; for an oval or round 
button the slit should measure once and a 
half the distance across the button.

Problem Ugliest That Confronts Police. 

Such is the skeleton of this, the ugliest problem that 
the Chicago police have to cope with. The skeleton rat- 
tles uncomfortably loud th the city’s civic closet, for 
with the passing of. each year it grows larger, more 
hideous, more powerful, ahd tore threatening for the 
future. It stretches its bohy hands over the three great 
Italian settlements of the city and holds them in cower- 
ing subjection. It flaunts its grisly grin before the 
authority of the ctty and laughs at the law.

“Why should it be otherwise?” demanded an ‘Italian 
merehant of the writer when this phase of the situation 
was broached to hfm. “Listen. The Black Hand men 
write a good Italian a note. ‘Leave $50 in such and 
such a place or we kill you,’ they say. If you do not 
leave the money they keep their word. Then the police 
come. They say: ‘O, we know who+did that. We'll 
have him in a couple of days." Then they arrest a hun- 
‘@red Sicilian men that they find around saloons. . Then 
the Black Hand men send another note: ‘Do not identi- 
fy any one under arrest or we kill you.’ The police say: 
‘We will protect you.” So perhaps the .good Italians 
go to the station and try to identify.a suspect. A few 
days later comes another note from the Black Hand 
men: ‘¥ou have betrayed the society and you are to be 
killed.” *We will protect you,” eay the police. But the 
police forget, and the Black Hand—thé Mano Nera— 
never! Perhaps a week later, perhaps a month, a year, 
two years, five years, they kili you. Then why should 
not the decent Italians of the city fear more the Black 
Hand than it believes in the power of the police? The 
police can neither protect nor convict. The Mano. Nera 
can and does kill. That is why they rule the Itallans 
of the city.”

Average Immigrant a Decent Citizen. 


In attempting to arrive at a true realization of condi- 


tions as they exist in the Italian colonies it is well first “ 


of all to have it utidérstood that your average Italian 
immigrant is a decent écitizen and a useful and desirable 
member of the commufity and nation. Antonio, when he 
sete forth from his native land to take up his residence 
in América, comes with high hopes in his heart, a de- 
termination to work hard, to save money, to get rich. If 
he holds someWhere down in his heart the determination 
to live as cheaply as possfble and take himself and his 
savings back to Italy when he has enough for a compe- 
tence, it means merely that he loves his native land and 
wishes to end his days where he was born. It does not 
spoil him as a citizen. Antonio’s great mission in 
America at present is ta do the “shovel work” of the 
nation, and without him the builders of railroads, the 
diggers of canals, etc., often would be at loss where to 
find their help. 

Antonio comes—ofteh under a padrone contract, which 
is in direct violation of the,Ujnited States laws of tmmi- 
gration, but in which Antonio refuses to see anything 
wrong—willing and eager to pick up the shovel that the 
American workman is learning to despise, and to get in 
the sun and toss sand for ten hours a day for a dollar 
and a half, or thereabouts. He goes to the labor con- 

r and is shipped to a labor camp. He works hard. 
He lives cheap. He stores his wages away in a money 
belt next to hie skin, and he tends strictly to his own 


, business. So far Antonio, as a representative of Italian 


immigration, is all that is required or desired by the 
country at present. 

But unfortunately for Antonio and for the peace and 
order of Chicago, Antonio, the decent, hardworking 
Italian, doesn’t come alone. Over there in his native 
country there have grown wp through the centuries a 
species of criminal leeches that have fastened them- 
selves on the body of the people in such tenacious fash- 
ion that all efforts to remove them have proved futile. 
They are known variously as the Mano Nera (Black 
Hand), a society of general criminals; the Mafia, com- 
posed of the bandits of Sicily; and the Camorra, a fra- 
ternal-criminal organization of the Italian city slums; 
and they feed on the earnings of the decent element.

Leeches Naturally Follow Their Prey. 


These societies have lived off Antonio's class, through 
threats and blackmail, in the old country. As immigra- 
tion each year takes thousands of Italian wage earners 


- and wealth producers out of the country, what can be 


more natural than that the leeches who live on them 
should come likewise to share their prosperity in the 
new land? 

In the old country, especially in Sicily, the govern- 
ment police slowly but surely are unearthing ‘the roots 
of the criminal societies and steadily are making life 
shorter and less profitable for their members. Ir the 
bandit districts a special national police, called the 
“carbinerrie,” are distributed at reguiar intervals. 
These men are armed with rifles and fight the bandits 
with their own system; they shoot on sight. Many of 
them are Sicilians or Corgicans whose kin have fallen 
at the hands of the Black Hand, Camorra, or Mafia. Con- 
sequently they are impelled with the racial desire for 
revenge. It is a matter of personal duty with them. 


They are as fierce against the criminals es the crimi- « 


nals are against their victims. The result ts that life 
in his native land is not at all easy graft for the 
Italian outlaw. 

And #0 when Antonio, the decent, hard working 
Italian immigtfant, comes to this country he brings with 
him that bane of his own country, the blackmailing, 
murdering, seeret society outlaw. Some fine day after 
Antonio has left the pay car and is stuffing his wages 
into his money belt he i# accosted by a smiling country- 
man with cruel, deepest eyes who falls into step with 
him and says: “ You are doipg well in this new coun- 
try, brother.” 

Antonio recognizes the significance of this and begins 
to tremble. — 

“There are many of us here, brother,” continues the 
countryman. “Some of us are not doing as well as you. 
We must all live, brother; the prosperous must help the 
others. You will hand me $10 when we get out of sight

Threats Come Only Afier Defiance. 


Or, perhaps, it is» not until Antonio has worked 
through the summer months, has saved his money, and 
hase come to Chicagdé’e Italian quarters to spend the 
winter that the Black Handers approach him. The mode 
of procedure varies often in the city, a note taking the 
place of personal notification. Contrary to general belief 
these notes as a general rule do not take on themselves 
a direful, threatening attitude. It is not until the victim 
has defied the society's demands by refusing to pay 
tribute that the threatening begins. The average Black 
Hand note which ts made public with ite scrawled skull 
and cross bones and its drops of bicod, nine cases out 
of ten ig the work of some outside bungler. The power 
of the societies is .teoo complete to need such crude 
threats. Here is a sample of Camorra literature: 

“Greetings, brother! Your countrymen rejoice at your 
good fortune. Your riches give us all joy. We do not 
envy you. It is good that some can get rich, for then 
they can help the poor. Heed the need of your less for- 
tunate countrymen, brother. At 3 o'clock tomerrow after- 
hoon you will be at the corner of Grand evenue and 
Haigted street. Our agent will speak to you. Bring 
$100, brother. Your Brothers of the Camorra.” 

Apparently nothing could be simpler than for the 
recipient of such a note to go to the nearest police sta- 
tion, display the paper, and ask for protection and help 
in bringing the blackmatiers to justice. But Italians 
who are in the know aver that not one Black Hand note 
in a hundred ever gete to the eyes of the police! 

Why? The anewer is simple, and contains the germ of 
the whole Black Hand situation; the victims are afraid. 
Se thoroughly have the blackmailers terrorized decent 
Italians that moet of them are afraid even to confide 
the receipt of such a demand to their wives.

Even to mention in a whisper such a letter the victims 
fear will bring down on their heads the deadly wrath 
of the society. So complete is the secrecy maintained 
as to its membership and operations that no one knows 
who is a Black Hander and who is not. So deep and 
wide are its ramifications that the Italian shoveling 
snow in the.streets knows not that the man at his elbow 
may be a Black Hand man, the merchant does not know 
but his clerk is the same. Certainly tlie society has a

ing them to a speedy en@ that is something uncanny. 
And not only this; it kille those whom it suspects with- 
out troubling to. ascertain if the suspicion is true. 

Knowing these things, the Italian does not go to the 
police with his note except in isolated cases. In most 
cases he pays without a word to anybody and nobody 
knows of the blackmail but the society and himeelf. 
He knows ‘that if he doesn't his life isn’t worth a cent. 
Murdering a stubborn countryman is the least of the 
Black Hand’s troubles. 


* Occasionally, at rare intervals, an Italian, driven to 


desperation, throws caution to the winds and announces 
that he will defy the blackmailers no matter what the 
consequences. Then he arms himself to the teeth, for- 
bids his family to go out after dark, barricades his 
home, and waits for results. He has been driven frantic 
by the continued demands and threats of the bilack- 
mailers; he will die, but he will ‘take some of his perse- 
cutors with him. 

Then the wiles and patience of the Black Hand demon- 
strate themselves. Nothing happens. The defiant one re- 
mains under arms for a week, for two weeks. He is 
unmolested. His vigilance relaxes. Soon he fancies 
that his determined stand has frightened his tormentors 
away. He puils down the barricades, leaves his re- 
volver at home, and presently he forgets.

Society's Memory a Long One. 


But the society doesn’t, It may be a month, a year, 
five years before it acts. Then something like this ap- 
pears in the papers: 

“Vito Riugo was found murdered on his ‘Joorstep 
near Milton avenue and Oak street. It is recalled by 
the police that Riugo was the recipient of threatening 
Black Hand letters séme time ago.” 

A typical case of this sort, of recent occurrence, was 
that of Salvatore Pinello, who was shot dead at Oak 
street and Milton avenue a few weeks ago. Pinello had 
been in business long enough to become suspected of 
being rich. As a matter of fact he was nothing of 
the sort. The Black Hand society, however, insisted on 
blackmailing, demanding that he turn over to its agent 
$300. Pinello didn’t have $300 to spare, or if he had it 
he wouldn't yield it wp. He armed himself ana defied 
the Black Hand to do its worst. It is suspected among 
Italians of the district that Pinello went to the police 
with his troubles. At al) events the death sentence was 
passed upon him. No effort was made to take his life 
so long as he remained on his guard. But the moment 
he relaxed his doom was fulfilled. The district shrugged 
its shoulders. What could he expect; he had defied the 
society. é 

This is a typical case of its sort. It is only one of a 
dozen that the police records tell of Milton avenue and 
Gault court. For these two streets justly have been 
named the murder center of Chicago. 


District Haunt of Former Gang. 

Strangely, or naturally enough, the district once saw 
another reign of crime, being the neighborhood: which 
fifteen or twenty years ago was hauateéd and terrorized 
by the-notorious Market street gang. This crew, with 
such worthies as James Gilhooley, Clabby Burns, ana 
others of the sort as leaders, held forth here in the 
days when the neighborhood was populated mainly by.

The Sicilian colony has ééntered upon Gault court and 
Miltoh a&vénue as its headdtiafters. Thé streets run 
parallel and a block apart from Chicago to Division 
street and are as much alike as tWo streets can be. 
Frame houses, old unpaintéd, dirty and tunibledown 
predominate. They are the same buildings that housed 
Irish in their better days; they look as if they had not 
experienced improvemepts since the day of their con- 
struction. The streets are narrow and the lights are 
few. At night the stranger who turns north from Chi- 
cago avenue into one of these streets is amply justified 
in drawing back and hesitating before he plunges far- 
ther into the goubtful darkness. 

The outlook is anything but inviting to a stranger. 
The street lamps do little to relteve the gloom and the 
stores and houses, with wavering gas jets behind murky 
windows, do nothing. Only before the saloons is there 
any degree of light, and here the eye makes out a group 
of lounging figures that go well with the general gloom 
and harshness of the scene. And like as not these 
loungers include in their number one or more of the 
“Dbadda’ Sigilian man,” the gun, and stiletto oarrying 
members of the Black Hand.

Night Reveals Their True Nature. 

By day one Wanders through the district and these 
loungers appear mild and innocent looking. By night 
they seem to take on the appearance of their real 
nature. They become bolder as it becomes dark. Their 
sharp little eyes peer insolently tnto the face of the 
passerby. It is obvious that strangers are not wanted 
over here and that every one is under suspicion. 

The people are Italians to the last soul. The chil- 
dren in the streets, the women at the windows, the men 
in the saloons and stores, all are Italians. Among the 
children may be found some of the most beautiful types

Inside the houses of the neighborhood are poor and 
scantily furnished.

It is something more than that, something more sig- 
nifi¢ant: it i¢ the fear that the sinister Black Mand 
will send in its demands once the least evidence of 
prosperity has been displayed.

Senene’s “ Account" Long in Closing. 

Take the case of Ben Senene. Senene was an old resi- 
dent of the north side colony and for years had conduct- 
ed @ small store at 600 Oak street. He was 60 years 
old and lived in the rear of the store with his aged wife. 
Seven years ago the police of the Hast Chicago avenue 
station had cleaned up a *«idnaping mystery of the quar- 
ter, and it was supposed that Senene had furnished some 
of the isiformation on which arrests were made. At all 
events he soon after received warning that he was a 
doomed man. 

The ol4 man armed himself. By day he was never out 
of reach of an army revolver and at night he slept with 
the revolver under his pillow while over his head, within 
convenient reach, hung a loaded carbine. 

\Seven years went and Senene still lived. It looked as 
if the Black Hand had forgotten. On the morning of 
Jan. 6, 1910, Senene’s wife opened the store at 6:30, the 
old man remaining in bed. A few minutes latef two 

well Gressed Sicilians entered the store, asked for some 
article, and when the old woman turned to walt on them 
deliberately walked past her, forced their way into the 
sleeping room and shot Senene as he rose in bed and 
tried to reach his gun. Seven years had gone, but the 
Black Hand had not forgotten. 

Over a hundred suspects were arrested with the usual 
results. Nobody ‘could identify anybody. It is always 
so.. A Gosen Italians may see a deliberate murder. but 
though they are confronted with the right man in the 
police station they refuse to identify him. It is det- 
ter to see a murder go unavenged, they reason, than to 
be killed one’s self.

‘ “Wer of the Knife” the End? 
Where will it end is the question that the initiated are 


_agking. ‘That the evil te spreading is known. Not only. = 
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is the north side district terrorized, but the two west 
side colonies likewise are in the toils. 

“Where will it end.” said an Italian physician with 
offices on Grand avenue. “By a war of the knife. It 
will be stiletto man against stiletto man. The respect- 
able element among the Italians of Chicago, which, of 
course, comprises practically all of the 100,000 in the 
city, are growing tired of having themselves slandered 
because of the viciousness of perhaps 100 of their na- 
tionality. The resualt is the White Hand society, formed 
o Obtain and deliver to the police evidence as to the 
dentity of the criminals. 

“But more than that, Itallans are preparing to take 
he law in their own hands. There are thousands of 
tardy, courageous characters among the respectable 
workmen. Feuds are not unknown in their country and 
they have Often protected their hearths, families and 
crops against the banditti with lead and steel. They 
are ready to do it here. There is but one thing that will 
drive a Black Hand man away and that is the Knowledge 
that he is known, and that his days are numbered if he 
remains. 

“The Italian secret criminal In the future will find 
that he is fighting something besiJes wnarmed work- 
men who may be shot down on their door steps. He will 
find that he ie up against armed and fearless country- 
men who are determined to drive this disgraceful ele- 
ment out of Chicago ff it has to Kill the last man 
of thein to do it. That is where it will end unless the 
Black Hiand takes Warning and ceases its operations in 
the city.” . 

In New Yor® Detective Joseph Petrosino and his Ital- 
fan squad practically had the Black Hand gangs broken 
up before they succeeded in taking his life. In Chicago 
Detectives Gabriel Longobarji and John Bernacchi are 
working with a corps of investigators for the same end. 
With the determined and even bloody assistance of the 
respectable Italians the police possibly will be able to 
smother the hideous society to a considerable extent. 
But for the present the fact remains that Sicilian 
bandits are more at home in the heart of Chicago than 


in the mountains of their native island of Sicily.

Tight' Lacing Works Only Harm. 
Of course there is another side to all this. Many 


women wear their braces “tight” enough to injure a 
quadruped, let alone a biped. Digestive troubles as 


well as circulatory: troubles and breathing troubles are. te 


thus caused: The “laced” woman breathes only by 


the -upper ribs, when she, should breathe with her: : 


stomach, as the female animals do. 


But women certainly do not need to lace just be-- 
cause they wear a corset. If a woman’s’face flushes 


when she hooks her corset or if there are indentations 
left in the skin after its removal, then the corset is 
too “tight.” . Because a woman can pass her hand un- 
derneath her corset, either at the top or the bottom, 
is no sign that she does not lace. It proves nothing, 
because the hugan body at the waist is compressible 
to a wonderful degree. The waist should be free so 
the breathing. will not be restricted. The tightness 
should be around the abdomen and the stiffness in the 
back, because the lower part of the corset should act 
as an abdominal support to raise the lower end of the 
stomach and maintain the organ in this higher level, 
likewise the other organs of the abdomen should also 
be low and the stiff back should hold the spine straight. 
Thus a corset is worn to strengthen the trunk or 
to correct its imperfections, just as glasses are worn 
for the eyes, and just as glasses should be Stted for 
the eyes, so should the corset be for the trunk. 
The promiscuous buying of any corset over the coun- 
ter should be discouraged. Slender women escape with- 
out much Injury from the practice, but stout ones are 
to be pitied. All dressmakers know how ready ‘made 
gowns must be altered, as the hips are gut of propor- 
tion, the shoulders are unlike, the spines are bowed, 
As @ spine straightener the corset has @ large field, 
for it is claimed that over 50,000,000 American citizens 
have curvature of the spine, or less than 20 or 30 
per cent are straight. Every one knows how shoulder 
braces prevent lateral curvature or any other kind of 
curvature. In fact, physicians have caused braces of 
every description to spring. up, wntil there are leg, 
wrist, and various other corsets on the market. And 
man, great big, strong man, it Is declared, needs 
for his waist as much as does weak little woman. 


Are Women Outgrowing the Men. 


RE women outgrowing men? According to 

some scientific authorities the. are. One 

English anthropometrist states that he 

has recently noticed that many of the 

young schoolgiris of that country are tall- 

er than their mothers, and often taller 

than their fathers—that in any mixed 

crowd of men and women the latter of 

the coming generation are beginning to overtop the men 
in point of stature. 

Recently Karl Pearson, an English scientist, investi- 
gated the matter, and by a measured comparison of 
daughters of 18 to 22 with their mothers of 38 and up- 
ward to 60 or 65 years found that in height and span 
and length of arms the younger generation is mecca ond 
larger than the older. 

‘This, too, in spite of.the fact that when woman is fe 
her fashionable habit she can work miracles with ele- 
vated heels, arrangement of the hair and headdress; and 
because of this average the woman of fashion may be 
an inch or two shorter than she appears to be. Besides, 
the elderly women do not wear such high heels as the 
younger ones, or dress their hair with a view to im- 
pressing with their height. 

At least the following table is significant in showing 
that the women of the future are coming to thé front 
so far as size.and height are concerned:

An interesting question for men.is whether they will 
not some day be the smaller sex. The average differ- 
ence in Europe, which trdnsplants many of its finest 
specimens, both men and women, to our shores, of the 
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height of the male and the female is about four inches, 
and this height is said to be lessening in favor of the 
girls. 

Mr. Pearson asserts that the difference in stature is 
considerably greater between fathers and mothers than 
between sons and daughters, as shown in his investiga- 
tions of the English people. The father stood, five and 
one-fifth inches above the mothers, while the sons stood 
only four and three-fourths inches above the daughters. 

If women continue growing like this for a few gen- 
erations they will deprive men entirely of their physical 
prerogative. Everything, indeed, points to a lessening 
of man’s superiority in stature. 

In England the 13 year old girls are as a rule taller 
and heavier than boys of the same age, but up to within 

short time ago the girl ceased growing at 17, while 
the young man kept on until he was 19 years old. It 
was seld that a maid of 17 years added more than 
half an inch to her height after that time, but now it 
appears that she often continues to grow as long as her 
brother. 

In conducting his experiments Mr. Pearson measured 
several thousand girls in the postal service, who showed 
an average height of 5 feet 4 inches at the age of 17, 
and 6 feet 6 inches at the age of 19. Again, it does not 
e@ppear that town life exercises the same deteriorating 
influence on the stature of women as on men, as girls 
of the towns are also increasing in height. 

Some give as the reason for the women’s Increase In 
growth their inclination to more and a greater amount 
of physical culture or athletic exercises, while there 
are others who say that man is stunting his growth 
through the abnormal use of stimulants, such as alcohol 
and tobacco. 

At any rate, whatever the cause, Mr. Pearson by his 
experiments has started an interesting question. “Are 
Women outgrowing men, and, if so, why?”

-At all 
times the ears of the hunting party were alert 
for any sound that would indicate the proximity 
of the herd, but for several hours no trumpeting, 
flor intestinal rumbling, nor crash of trunks 
japon small trees were heard.

... ,. The wooded character of the country rendered 
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ful attention to the wind the four hunters and 
their gunbearers advanced under cover until the 
elephants could be seen and studied. Each of the 
four hunters carried a large double barreled cor- 
dite rifle that fires a 500 grain bullet backed up 
by nearly a hundred grains of cordite. 

As was éxpected, the hetd consisted solely of 
cows and calves. There were eight cow ele- 
phants and two “ totos,” or calves, a circumstance 
that was particularly fortunate, as Col. Roose- 
velt was expected to secure one or two cows for 
the group, while some one else was to get the 
calf, : 

_ For some moments the hunting party studied 
the group of animals and finally decided which 
ones were the best for the group. | 

Two of the largest cows and the calf of one 
of them were selected. It is always the desire of 
collectors who kill groups of animals for mu- 
seums to kill the calf and the mother at the same 
time whenever practicable, so that neither one 1s 
left to maurn the loss of the other. It is one of the 
unpleasant features of group colletting that calves 
must be killed, but the collector justifies himself 
in the thought that many thousands of people 
will be instructed and interested in the group 
when it is finished. 

Elephant hunting is considered by many Affi- 
can hunters as being the most of all 
hunting. When a man is wounded by an ele- 
phant he is pretty likely to die, whereas the 
wounds inflicted 
sarily mortal ones. Also, in fighting a wounded 


by lions are often not neces- \ This, 


lion one may sometimes take refuge in the low 
branches of a tree, but with a wounded elephant 
there is rarely time to climb high enough and 
quick enough to escape the frenzied animal. In 
elephant shooting also the hunter endeavors to 
approach within twenty or thirty yards, so that 
the bullets may be placed exactly where their 
penetration will be most instantaneously deadly. 
Consequently a badly placed bullet may merely 
infyriate the elephant without giving the hunter 
time to gain.a place of safety, and be much worse 
than if the hunter had entirely missed his mark.

We also told him that some of the Amer- 
fean papers were keeping score on the game 
he had killed, and that whenever the cable 
reported a new victim the score up to date 
would be published like a baseball percentage 
table.

At Chicago alone there were 285,276 
hogs received in that one week, a supply not 
equaled since 1885, and 100 per cent larger

I reached a high water mark of $7.60, a price 
I hed not before attained in five years, or 
since 1908.

It was simply the getting to- — 
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they could only get the use of it. So the 
Associated Clubs of Domestic Science ap- 
pealed to the field house director, Mr. Sim, in 
the women’s behalf. As s00n as Mr. Bim 
looked into the matter and learned the real 
merits of the undertaking-he gave his con-~ 
sent. So it is here in what the women have 
named “ Bessemer kitchen” that the mem- 
bers of the Housekeeping club gather every 
Tuesday at 2 p. m. and the lec\urer lealweys 
there to instruct them. 

How to buy and prepare the cheapest cuts 
of meats may be the subject of the discus- 
sion one day, and then the official instructor 
showe how to select such cuts, tells the 
women what the cost ought to be, demon- 
strates how to prepare them, perhaps cutting 
off certain parts and saving them for the 
next meal; then how to prepare these parts 
by mixing with other cheap, nutritious ma- 
terials, into delicious dishes, and lastly, how! 
to take afl the “ left overs ” and make them 
into palatable dishes seasoned with green 
peppers /or other seasoning, into croquettes 
or meat salads, omelets, and even casserole 
dishes. 

The next week the lecturer may talk on 
“ How to Save Money in Cooking,’’ explain- 
ing methods by which pennies can be saved 
here and there in numerous ways through 

avoiding weste and putting away smail 
pieces of bread, meat, etc., for the making 
of other dishes -that taste even better than 
the originals. At other times she talks on 
“Foods that are most economical and 
nutritious,” telling the different kinde of 
foods that people in different occupations 
Ought to eat to secure the best results, and 
how to select and prepare them for their 
nutritive value. 

Then she talks on “Children’s Foods,” 
“ Care of Children at the 'Tabie,"’ *‘ The Feed- 
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ing of Bables,” “Foods f for the Sick and 
Convalescent,”’ and all the time the instruc. 
tor is talking she is there at the stove, or 
busy with the knife and fork eleewhere in 
the Kitchen, showing the women just how 
thege things are.done. She answers all ques- 
tions they ask, furnishes them with the reci- 
pes, and explains everything about it ali to 
the minutest detall. 

But subjects are not confined to cookery, 
for the housewife needs to know more than 
this. So the demonstrator and instructor 
talks also on “ Helps in the Laundry,” show- 
ing how the work can be greatly Nghtened to 
give the housewife more time for rest and 
recreation, and on “ Removing Stains,’”’ 


“Darning and Mending,” etc. She even 
shows how to make new clothes out of ol@ 
ones, how to alter and dye them so as to 
keep them.in style, and make them becom~< 
ing to different forms and features. 

The officers of the Bessemer Park House- 
keepers’ club are: President, Mrs. C. F. 
Each; vice president, Mrs. M. J. McNamee; 
secretary and treasurer, Mrs. Frank Clute. 

Of course all the women of South Chicago 
cannot attend these meetings, for the kitchen 
will not hold but about 100. This is usually 
filled, however, and: those who learn go home 
and show their neighbors how it ie done and 
they in turn show others. And hence, it is 
by this endless chain method that the good 


results of the Aesoclated Clubs of Domestic 
Science bessons are heing felt throughout the 
whole town. 

So great is the interest In the meetings 
that the work is to be still further broadened. 
While they are attended by wives and pros~ 
pective wives, there are many of the latter 
class who are kept away from the meetings 
because of the meetings being held in the 
afternoon, when the young women are at 
school or at work in offices and factories. So, 
beginning with this month, arrangements 
will be made to hold night sessions. 

At these sessions sewing will be the main 
course of instruction, but, in addition, there 
will be instructions in cutting and filting, 
trimming hats, dyeing of cloth, making over 
clothing, altering gowns, hats, and suits, and 
general hints on atyles, so as to enable young 
women to keep themselves dressed up to 
Gate with the least possible cost of money. 

This is the way South Chicago is solving

The boots or shoes were better made 
at a lees cost, but the leather remained the 
same, or practically the same. The changes 
were inconsequentia] up to twenty or twenty- 
five years ago, an? cowhide end calfskin con- 
tinued to be almost the onty leathers. 

Then the revolutionary changes began. The 
vegetable process of tanning leather was the 
first , and this was followed by 
the strictly chemical process. French Sree 
was another innovation. These new 
eases not only softened the leather and dnded 
the days of ofling and greasing the boots to 
make and keep them pliable, but they gave 
the world new leathers. Sheepskin and goat- 
skin that hed been considered unsuitable for 
boots and shoes before could now be made 
into satisfactory shoe leather. This meant 
softer and easier shoes. It brought the mod- 
ern shoe up to the last stage of ite develop- 
ment.

Great factories were a natural consequence. 
Maehinery systematised the work, and opera- 
tions on a large scale were hecessary for 
economy.

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The Story of the Cravat. = 


OME facetious person has figured it 
out that the first cravat gras invented 
by Eve to conceal the ‘as apple of 
Adame. Whether this was due to 
envy or to the fact that she thought 

the “apple” unsightly is not recorded. Eve 
had no “apples* The serpent gave it to her, 
but she promptly passed it over to Adam. 
and it evidently choked him. Again, bis-” 
tory leaves us in doubt whether is was gener- 
osity or a desire to see what would happen 
that induced Eve to give the “apple” to 
Adam.. It ie easy to argue on either side of 
this question, but impoanible to prove efther 
contention. 

Woman has always been more or less 
self-denying in her relations with man, so 
it is not at all improbable that Eve was 
merely génerous. On the other hand, anyone 
would be justified in regarding a serpent's 
gift with some doubt, “and Eve may have 
thought it just as well to let Adam “try it 
out?’ Women have been known to do that 
soft of thing, too. 

Anyhow, Adam tried the, “apple” and it 
stuck in his throat. There was no other to 
etick in Eve's throat, even if she had wanted 
one, so woman bas had to worry along with- 
out ever since.

However, that is beside the question. Eve, 
according to this theorist, wished to conceal 
the apple, either because she was envious or 
because she did not like its looks, so she in- 
vented the cravat. This is very interesting 
as a theory, but does it not seem more likely 
that ‘Adam invented the cravat to conceal 
from Eve the fact that he had eaten the 
apple after promising to give ber & bite? 

: - 

So far as the Garden of Eden is concerned, 
it is all speculation, of course, and also for 
some time thereafter. The evolution of the 
cravat, as we know it, probably began with 
the latus clavus of Rome somewhere abo@t 
the beginning of the Christian era. This was 
notacravat—far from it—but it wasa start jn 
that direction. It was mérely a broad woven 
purple stripé down the front og a senator's 
robe from the neck, a sort of insignia of 
office, but froin this was evolved the orartum, 
and from the orarium came the clerical stole. 
The orartum seems te have been a sort of* 
combination handkerchief and necktie, for it 
could be lifted to cover the face duririg prayer 
and incidentally to wipé it. The capuchon, 
with a long péaked white coif under the chin, 
and hanging tails or tippets, was also worn 
as a neckdress during these early days. 

From+the capuchon and stole developed 
the band, which was a cOllar of lace or Mnen, 
later stiffened with starch or wire. When 
rot so stiffened it was caleld a “ falling. 
band.”’ 

The method of Canbiains the characteristic 
white “‘choker”™ of the clergy came from 
the bands, which are preserved in the two 


ttle inen beware by preachers with the 
Geneva gown, by barristers and others. 

Barristers’ gowhs in England have little 
hoods:on the left shoulder that are related 
to the chaperon, which in turn\is related to 
the evokition of the cravat. The chaperon 
was at first a mere bunch, but in time it took 
the form of a crown, within a thick roll, which 
had a long attached tippet that wae either 
tucked -into the girdle or wrapped around 
the neck. ° 


Some of the other > pecefiedttion of neck- 
wear, leading up to the cravat of today, may 
hue given as follows: 

~A gentleman of Charies I." day wore a 
collar covered by a falling band of richest 
point lace, with Vandyke edging. Bands were 
calle@ peccadilios when so trimfhed, the 
fashionable London thoroughfare acquiring 
ite name from the shops where these bands 
were sold. 

In 1682, at the battle of Steenkirk, the allies 
wore large cravats that were a convenient 
handle for the French; and, eo, strangely 
enough, the Steenkirk cravats became popu- 
lar in England. Fairholt describes them as 
merely a black silk-military cravat. Other 
authorities speak of them as hastily put on 
by the surprised French dandies, hurriedly 
plaited, and with a pin thrust throygh the 
end, much as worn by some exquisites about 
twenty yeafs ago. 
The earl of Ferrers, 
murder, wore on the scaffold the white ker- 
seymere and silver suit in which he had been 
married. Walpole’s comment was: “ Dyery 


highwayman will preserve the blue handker- 


chief he had about his neck when married 
that he may die like a Jord.” 

In France during Louis le Grand’s reign, 
cravats were worn, scariet and of sky bive, 
with satin Enots and lace.falls. Under Louis 
XV. the flowing chancellor cravats were in 
fashion; while at the Peace of Hanover his 
minister of war, the duc de Choiseul, com- 
manded the army of France to wear stiff 
stocks. 

~_~- . 

The Steenkirk, however, is the real basis of 
the cravat of today. It- has passed through 
many modifications, of course, but it seems 
to have been the first thing at all approach- 
ing modern lines. It was in the nature of a 
scarf tie, although larger and more elaborate 
than they are worn today, often being edged 
with costly lace. 


The word “cravat ’”’ came to us from the 


French about 1636. Prior to that time cer- 
tein bodies vf irregular light cavalry in the 
Auatrian service, from the ptovince of Croa- 
tia, were styled “ Cravates,.” a feature of 
whose uniform consisted of a wide band of 
coarse linen worn In folds around the neck, 
under the short Hussar jacket. Later in the 
same century Frange recruited a regiment of 
cavalry and adopted for it the “ Croat ” uni- 
form in its entirety; and that body of horse 
wearing this distinctive neckbanéd was unil- 
versaily known by the sobriquet “ Roya! 
Cravates."

There was fashion in togas, too, or at least 
it served to show the position of the Wearer. 
It was of a thin woolen stuff, and as to color 
was always white for the ordinary burgesses. 
A white toga With a purple border was worn 
as a distinction by those hokiding public of- 
fices, entitling them to the curule chair and 
the fasces, by the great colleges of priests 
(but*in this case only during the act of per- 
forming their offices), and by boys upto their 
sixteenth year, when they assumed the toga 
virifis. A purple toga was always the mark 
of high office, and as such was worn by the 
magistrates of répubtican times, though not 
except on public occasions, us well as by the 
emperors. The purple toga was sometimes 
embroidered with gold and it could only be 
worn with an underdress of the same color. 
The purple bordered toga, on the other hand, 
could only be worn with a white tunic under 
i¢ with a purple stripe (clavus). 

The tunica corresponded exactly to the 
Greek chiton, reaching, like it, half way 
down the thigh, and being girt round the 
waist, but with the apparent difference that 
the Greeks rarely brought the stuff pressed 
down by both arms up round the arms so as 
to form sleeves down to the elbows, as did the 
Romans frequently. Further, it waza cus- 
tom of the Romans to wear two tunics— 
Auguetus t said to have worn four, The 
tunic of the senatorial order had, as has 
been said, a broad purple stripe woven into 
it down the front. That of the knightly order 
had two narrow purple atripes. The tunic 
was usually of linen, just as the toga was of 


“wool, and the national color for ordinary 


purposes was white. 

Passing to the rest of Durope, and leaping 
over a century or so, the influence of the 
Roman ie still found strongly marked in the 
costume of the Anglo-Saxon. The Roman 
took his clothes with him when he went up 
ahd swiped the Anglo-Saxon, and if he did 
not leave them there he at least made their 
influence. He himself had been influenced 
by the oriental countries, and the result must 
have been curious when he carried these in- 
fluences Into the more western and northern 
countries, The crusades that followed later 
also helped to make a confusing combination 
of Occident and Orient. 

—~o- 

Anyhow, we find that the prevailing cos- 
tume of the Anglo-Saxon. consisted of a 
sleeved tunic, varying in length, but generally 
comparatively short,, partly open at the sides, 
ané@ confined about the waist by a girdle. 
Over this tunic, which was made of various 
colors, and both plain and occasionally en- 
riched with varied ornamentation, a short 
cloak was worn by the young, while in its 
stead a mantle of ampler dimensions and 
greater length was adopted by persons more 
advanced in age. Similar mantles, not as- 
sumed as wrappers for extra warmth or pro- 
tection against the weather, were in general 
uge at ceremonies ‘and festivals. Trewe or 
drawers continued down to form hose for 
the lower limbs, with shoes or low boots 
completed the ordinary attire of the men. 
Ornaments; many of them of gold and re- 
markable for beauty of design and excel- 
lence of workmanship, were freely used by 
both sexes. A peculiarity in the dress of the 
men of all ranks was the cross gertering of 
their hoge, or their simply covering their 
legs below the knee with crossed swathing 
bands fastened at the knee. 

The femaies wore long tunics or gowns. 
made loose and high, and girt in.about the 
waist. Over these they hed shorter tunics, 
often much enriched, and with sleeves, unlike 
the close fitting sleeves of their under tunics, 
that were very wide, and widest at the wrist. 
Over all, mantles of ample size and provided 
with hoods to cover the head were thrown, 
‘and disposed with effective gracefulmess 
Coverchefs aleo were habitually in use, to 
cover the head when the mantle would not be 
assumed; and they often were so adjusted 
as to encircle the face and to cover both the 
throat and the shoulders; so that they may 
correctly be regarded as prototypes of the 
wimple, so pepular in Jater times. 

The girdle, as worn by both sexes, was 
rather a swathing band, folded for doing 


waistcoat with the pockets in tte laced flaps; 

the stockings always were gathered up be- 

low the knee under the breeches, which were 

fastened by buckles; the heels of shoes were 
lowered, and the buckles worn in them were 

comparatively small; cocked hats were worn, | 
with laced ruffles and cravata, and bag wigs, 
which generally were powdered; and a broad 

black ribbon, called a “ solftaire,” was placed 

about the throat and fastened behind. 

This costume, about 1785, gave way to the 
dress that in France was developed with the 
advance of the revolution. Men’e coats be- 
came long, and sloped off from the waist, 
where they were buttoned, both upwards and 
downwards; their sleeves were moderately 
tight with small, close fitting cuffa, and their 
collare either were high and doubled back 
stiffiy, or made to spread upen the shoulders; 
the flaps of thefr pockets were placed at.the 
back and close together, and all puffing and 
lace and embroidery were laid aside. - The 
flaps of waistcoats, if retained at all, were 
short, and the garment itself was made open 
at the throat, the frill of the shirt appearing 
from under it. The breeches, fitting tightly, 
either were cut short at the knee or carried 
a few inches below it and there buttoned and 
tied with strings. knee buckles, except for 
court dreasés, having gone out. of fagh- 
ion. The tight breeches also at - this 
same time frequently were prolonged. as 
pantaloons to the middle of the calf of the 
leg, where they were met by half top boots, 
A large cravat was tied loosely in bows about 
the throat, and the hats, round in form, 
were either of moderate height in the crown 
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or tall and conical, and their nearly flat brim 
was efther narrow or moderately broad. - 
Trousers made their first appearance about 
1806. They were not the trousers that we 
know now, but may be said to have been the 
ancestors of them. They are credited to Beau 
Brummel, who, according te report, had 
legs that he was rather anxious to conceal, 
When first worn these garments reached 
onby to the shoe topa, where they were tucked 
in or fastened over the boot under the in- 
step withastrap. With them was first worn 
the tight fitting frock coat cloged in front. 
Knee trousers and blue dress coats with 
silver or pewter buttons were much in evi- 
dence still, as well as ruffies and ornate 
waistcoats, but only the old fashioned clung 
to them. Trousers were generally made of 
woolen stuffs—except for dress occasions—~— 
and from 1819 to 1825 were seen costumes 
which are the nearest approach to that ofr 
our present day gentleman. ‘I'nese costumes 
display the long frock coat, almost meeting 
in front, the waistcoat somewhat subdued 
by, time, Nght striped trousers and high nat. 
The long tailed coat, however, forebear ‘or 
our present dress one, was still the éné inost 
in favor. The stock was then the fashionable 
neckcloth and Brummell decréed that it 
should be afoot wide before folding, laid 
into precise folds’ by the wearer or his valet, 
and changed twice dally. se 
From 1825 on the clothing of men has 
grown simpler and simpler, and !f the cause 
of evolution has taken away ‘rom the pic- 
turesqueness of the crowd it has added tothe 
dignity of the man.

Put that down. It is the first rule for 
correct dressing, but ¢ whole lot of 
people do not know it. When you are 

so arrayed that people turn to look after you 
as you pass them in the street, you are dis- 
tinctly not well dressed. You may be expen- 
sively dressed, but that is quite another mat- 
ter. Some one else, spending half the money, 
may be much better dressed. 

Good taste is requisite for good dressing. 
Mere money may help, but it is of no conse- 
quence alone. You need money to dress well, 
but a man of judgment a@nd taste can do a 
good deal on comparatively. little, while a 
man tacking’ these essentials may spend 
thousands and never be well dressed.

Exaggeration of style is the first and most 
common of the sins of the man who does not 
know any better. The well dressed man 
never goes to extremes. When fashion tries 
,to lead him into absurdities, he cuts loose 
from fashion and lags behind until fashion 
sees the error of her ways. Fashion has 


learned this, and she knows that when she - 


goes too far she loses her prestige and, in 
fact, ceases to be fashion. So she is much 
more cautious in her dealings with man 
than she ig in her dealings with woman. 

Loudness is another sin. Loudness may 
be of color or of pattern. When you see a 
man whose raiment makes a noise, either 
because of the brilliant hues or the aggres- 
sive checks or from any other cause, you may 
put him down as a sinner against good form. 
He has been spending money with no other 
resuit than to show thet he is not well 
dressed. 


Certain classes, etpeclaily among young 
men, always take up whatever is new and 
carry it to extremes. Their idea apparently 
ie that the greater the extreme to which 
they can carry fashion the better dressed 
they are. If fashion decrees short coats, 
they have theirs about two inches below the 
waistband; if bong coats, they let them drop 


up trousers, they turn theirs .up to about 
six inches above the ankle, giving an ex- 
aggerated high water effect. If checks are 
popular, they have them as big as city blocks. 
And so on through the list. 

~~ 

College boys are notable offenders in this 
respect. An authority on masculine attire 
informed the writer that Harvard and Yale 
were the only two colleges in the United 
States that had really well dressed students. 
All the others, and especialy the western 
colleges, meade a burlesque of fashion. Well- 
dressed young men there were, of course, in 
all of them, but the dominating note in all 
but Harvard and Yale was one pf farcical 
exaggeration. 

This is merely the culmination of the coun- 
try town idea. The country town dandy al- 
ways gets fashions a few years after the 
rest of the world is through with them, but 
he gets them in their most exaggerated form. 
Perhaps the explanation of the western col- 
lege eccentricities lies In the fact that most 
of their students come from the small towns 
and the country districts and have their first 
experience in untrammeled sélection of cloth- 
ing when they reach college. They have seen 
few, if any, really well dressed men, and 
they have no judgment in the matter. Their 
ideas are based. largely uporm what the book 
agent or the actors in some traveling show 
wore. However, they usually acquire some 
taste and judgment before the close of the 
senior year. But let it be added, lest there 
seem to be discrimination in this, that the 
cities produce quite as large a class of of- 
fenders against good form.

‘Tt ig merely desired to emphasize the fact 
that exaggeration is never good form, for 
this seerne to be a fact that needs empha- 
sizing. 

The following from the Welt Dreseed Man 
covers the point clearly and concisely: 

The well dressed man is not a puppet thet 
obeys a hidden wire or a popinjay who re- 
garde himself merely as a frame upon which 
to drape clothes. He prizes dress as the ex- 
pression of his personality and how, pray, 
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can there be personality in dress, if men lok 
like a lot of beads—all threaded on one string?

Then there are the blouse coats. One de- 
sign’ has’ a belt, over which’ the material 
blouses allarcundin the regular old fashioned 
‘doleuroki © of ‘many years ago.

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Novelties in Petticoats. 


HE petticoats must fit this season. Oc- 
casionally material is considered more 
important than fit, bat that is not the 
case this year. On the fit of the petti- 
coat depends largely the fit of the 
gown, so the petticoat must be just right. 
There never has been a time in the history 
of the petticoat business when greater con- 
sideration has been given the fit and work- 
manship of the garments. The woman who 
is particular as to the correct details of dress 
demands that her undergarments fit perfectly 
in order to carry out the correct straight lines 
which are considered fashionable. With the 
smooth Ot of the outer skirt it is absolutely 
necessary to have the undergarments fit with 
the same perfection, or the correct lines of 
the dress are destroyed. Thestyl« of the gar- 
ments is in practically all instances of sec- 
ondary consideration, the simple tailored de- 
signs generally being selected. It is not an 
easy matter to introduce innovations into the 
designing of petticoats, consequently from 
one season to another practically the same 
designs are shown, with variations in the 
arrangements of the tucks, plaitings, shir- 
rings, and strippings.

Deriag the course of con- 
versation some one asked: 

“Do you think ‘the wemen of New York the most 
bewuutifully gowned women of the world?” 

“Well,” said she, “the women of New York are the 
most expensively dressed Women in the world. That 
is acknowledged, but in America the best dressed 
wcemen are the Chicagoans of standing. It depends, of 
course, wpon wifat one considers the elements of the 
best<iressing. New York women wilt b@y anything in 
styée, no matter how freakish. New York women dress 
expensively on the streets. One week ter birth a fad 
is done to death in New York, simply because milady 
grasps at the latest fancy, buys it in its most elaborate 
garb, and sallies forth to find that her maid is owt 
watking a block behind her in the same idea on cheap- 
ec kines. In Chicago this is not true. *The women of 
Chicago are conservative in their gowning. ‘ They are 
slow to take to the newest form if that. newest form 
chamces to offend their sense of the fitness of things.

“ And that is true concerning Chicago women,” added 
this woman who has sold to Chicago’s wealthy classes 
for years. “The Chicago women are the most inde- 
pemdent creatures on earth when fashion is the sub- 
ject. The better dressed women of the city refuse ab- 
solutely to make themselves ridiculows just because 
Dame Fashion wishes it. 
and if it happens to be the latest fad. so much the 
better, but if not, they take the neutral idea and het 
the fad go by. They ‘know values, too, do the women 
of Chicago. The men needn’t. smile—their, wives are 
just as good business women as they are business men. 
Many of the Chicago women whose names and gowns 
mark promrnence in a crowd will wait until after the 
costumes have appeared in the windows, far instance, 
and then they come in for ‘bargains.’

Mrs. Moses J. Wentworth, who is noted in society 
circles for her handsome gowns, buys them or has 
them mede at one, of the Stete street stores, and 
Mrs. Charles C. Adsit, Mrs. Leroy Fuller, and Mrs. 
Chauncey Keep are other women who stay at home 
for their purchases. Some of the gowns of Mre. Ful- 
jer and Mrs. Adsit may be purchased in New York, 
but at least they are American aad noteworthy.

Mrs. John B. Murphy. famousiy well dressed, buys 
ali of her gowns here. 

“rt really felt rather pleased with myself two years 
ago,” laughed Mrs. Murphy when questioned about the 
gown buying. “Dr. Murphy and I took our daurhters. 
abroad, and although I had the girls with me. do you 
know, I oeame back. without having bought.-5 cents’ 
worth of goods? I @id look about, but I did not find 
anything wesxcould not bay at home. I have found, 
too, that there is always something wrong with the 
gowns. sent from Europe, and usually one winds up 
by taking the dress to the home maker and having 
it fixed to please. So, what's the use? I usually buy 
modeis-—copies seldom are satisfactory—and I can £0 
to the Chicago stores, select ‘from. their assortment, 
which means. the. cream of the Buropean showing, 
and be better satisfied than if I bought in Europe.

Mrs. Chatfield- -Taylor and Mrs. Robert McGann are 
known as among the best buyers im the city and they 
seldom go out of Chicago and less often out of Amer- 
ica for the purchase of a single garment. Their 
tailoring is done on. State street, and if they do buy 
Paris models they buy them through the Chicago 
merchants. : 

Mrs. Edward A. Leicht, who has made costuming 
much ef a study, goes abroad often and wears many 
Paris models, but most of these are. purchased through 
the Chicago dealer and many more of her gowns are 
Gesigned right in the ctty. Mrs. Leicht never wears 
taildred creations. She prefers the gown with trim- 
ming, and the trimmings ever are of the richest. Her 
hats usually are purchased here, a favorite plan of 
Mrs. Leicht’s being the ordering oet to her residence 
of an assortment of home and foreign modets, where 
they are tried on and chesen carefally. 

In the accompanying picture she is wearing one of 
the unique hats of Chicago purchase—a large black 
velvet with a plume of black circling the crown, and 
at intervals long golden wheat heads thrust in the 
feathers. Under the right brim hangs a small bouquet 
of pink rosebuds. The gown, too, is of pink, covered 
with a chiffon overdress, jeweled and draped with crys- 
tal. ‘. 

This buying of the model gowns is said by the shop- 
keepers to be growing. Mrs. Lawre J. Reed, one 
of the west side womefi who dress expensively, buys 
models almost wholly—in fact, it is told of Mrs. Reed 
that she is one of the women who will not permit the 
showing of any gowns she may purchase, so cautious 
is shetto guard their .exchustveness.

The idea of adding parts to the plain 
frame of Lee, thus originated by Strutt, be- 
came the fertile source of a great number of 
the later adaptations and modifications of the 
apparatus. Strutt’s invention was the start- 
ing point of a great business in the hands of 
himself and his family, and the elevation of 
his grandson, Lerd Belper, to the peerage 
was a @irectctribute to the industrial inter- 
eats of the nation.

Down till almost the middle of this centiry 
only a flat web could be knitted in the ma- 
chines in use, and for the finishing of stock- 
ings, etc., it was neceesary to seam up the 
selveges of web shaped on the frame (fash- 
ioned -work), or ta cut the seam from even 
web (cut. work). The introduction of any de 
vice by which seamless garments could be 
fabricated was obviously to be desired, arid 
it is a singular fact: that a machine capable 
of doing that im a perfect: manner should 
have been patented in 18736, while it was not.

The in-’ 
ventor of the round stocking frame was Sir 
Marc I. Brunel, who in 1816 patented his ma- 
chine under the name of the tricoteur. In 
Brunel's apparatus the needles are fixed on 
the rim of a rotating wheek The yarn is de- 
Hvered, the loops formed, the beards of the 
needles pressed down, and aj] the other 
operations performed by means of a series 
of arris and wheels, which act on the cir 


-cumference of the ring or circle of needles. 


As the working of such a machine is con- 
tinuous and as several sets of wheels and 
arms may work simultaneously around a ring

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ITHOUT doubt American children 
are more sensibly clad than the 
children of any other nation. The 
simple little dresses and suits for 
both little boys and little girls are 

not only good looking and becoming but, 
what is more important, more easy for the 
busy mother to make and to launder than the 
fancy, foolish frocks of the foreign little folk. 

Personally, Iam unable to understand how 
any American mother can put the painfully 
expensive and unneceséarily unattractive 
garments of foreign design on their dear little 
round cheeked, blue eyed, and brown eyed, 
busy, tiny, little folk. 

To begin with, there is a certain childish 
simplicity of outline, a neatness of finish, and 
an almost total absence of elaboration in 
American made children's clothes that it is 
impossible to find abroad, where the fashion 
illustratione for children look more like illus- 
trations for comics than rea! clothes for real 
children. 

One is not able to analyze the mental atti- 
tude of a mother who fails to appreciate the 
fact that children’c clothes to be in good taste 
should be simple, as well as comfortable, to 
the little ’wearers. 

The overdressed American child is now the 
exception, rather than the rule. This may 
be explainéd in some measure by the variety 
arrived at in children’s clothing by specialty 
houses. This is really amaging, too, when it 
is remembered that there are practically but 
two forms of available dresses for the smaller 
children—that is those hung from the shoul- 
ders and the belted sort. Dozens of models 
can be examined with no two resembling each 
other. It is the American manufacturer who 
has made a careful! study of the fashion ten- 
dencies, and then modified them to suit 
young children, who have made the practica) 
and pretty clothes of our little tots possible. 


—~o 

While the American child’s clothes are 
always simple they are strictly up to date; a 
clever little touch here and there puts the 
indelible mark. of smartness on each. 

It is a much more difficult matter to make 
a smart, simple child's dress than it is to 
make an elaborate garment. The Russian 
influence is noticeable in al] the smart little 
frocks. «They usually consist of one piece 
dresses. Some are trimmed with the new 
Russian embroideries in the bright, rich 
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shades on the heavy serges and linens. Patent 
leather and. colored leather belts are usually 
used on these models. 

Peter. Thomson dresses are also ponular. 
This is the American designed frock for chil- 
dren that has been adopted for the imperial! 
Russian children. So while we adopt their 
styles they show preference for ours. An- 
other European recognition of the superiority 
of American designs. They are usually 
adorned with sailor. collars decorated with 
hand embroidery. 

~~ 

Nearly all the frocks for children this sea- 
son are.made up with the cut out necks and 
the short sleeves. Some jumper dresses, an- 
other American design largely worn abroad, 
are made with short sleeves and neck cut 
high. The materials cover a wide range. 
There are the various serge weaves with the 


preference given to the finer French serges. 


Pretty cashmeres and henriettas are also 
used. Among the fancy checks and plaids 
head the list. Then there are the linens, 
unene, reps, and piques, in both white and 
eolors. These fabrics lend themselves readily 
to the simple, smart styles now tn vogue, 

In the lighter weight wash fabrics fine 
lawns, dimities, swisses, and other material 
of this eharacter are used, While mwhite is 
by far the most desirable, white grounds with 
dainty colored figures in neat éffect are seen 
on the counters. These make up most ef- 
fectively. ; 

This year the styles for children are more 
softened in effect than formérly. The 
straight, severe lines of the one piece dress 
are varied in line and character. Instead of 
the straight side closing dress the upper part 
may, extend over the shoulder and fasten 
with big buttons, each set in a round scallop, 
or, again, the closing niay be with pointed or 
rounded tabs. 

Manufacturers are showing a big variety 
of morning frocks, made of ginghame, per- 
cales, chambrays, and other wash fabrics 
of this class. Embroidery or washable braid 
is largely used as trimming, and plain, sim- 
ple effects aleo predominate in this line. The 
new rompers, for both boys and girls, are 
especially attractive and practical. They are 
shown fn ging , rep, chambrays, linen, 
percales, and other serviceable wash fabrics, 
in plain colors, checks, and stripes. They 
are usually finished off with a simple fold or 
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some neat washable bra!d. 

The peasant type has invaded this field as 
well as the grownups and some pretty little 
frocks for children are built on these lines, 
showing the seamless shoulder and the ab- 
sence of the armhole seam. The middy suit 
of last season is worn again and seems to be 


‘meeting with favor. 


While all these garments are reasonable in 
price, possibly, if the mother could fashion 
them herself, they would be much less ex- 
pensive, but where the labor must be turned 
over to a hired seamstress the home made 
article is likely to turn oute poor economy in 
addition to lacking the smartness that all 
the better class of the manufactured gar- 
ments have. It must be taken into considera- 
tion that to make these ready made little 
garments high priced designers are em- 
ployed, materials are bought in enormous 
quantities, and every possible labor saving 
device is employed, and as the result they 
are placed on the market at really a mod- 
erate price. : 

One of the prettiest new spring models for 
little girls fastens at the neck down the 
center front to the waist line, where the skirt 
portion is fastened over in an extension with 
large buttons, tabs, or soallops, Another 
little frock had a straight panel front and 
back with a long side bodice, from which 
hung the short plaited flounce of the skirt. 
A soft silk gash was drawn through the but- 
tonholed openings. , 

Guimpe dressés will be much worn. 
Guimpes, by the way, are usually of the 
sheerest wash material. The little dresses 
have half length, plain fitting sleeve caps, 
which are slashed to reveal the guimpe 
sleeves underneath. Allover embroideries 
are charming, too, made up in guilmpeé, and 
only need a tiny edge of lace at the neck and 
cuffs joined to the guimpe with seam 
beading.

I saw some charming frocks for early 
spring wear in a.department store noted for 
its exclusive as well as sensible styles for 
children. The material was natural colored 
linen of a fine, close weave. It is also shown 
in marine blue, dark brown, and dull yellow.
